CHURCH BARS WOMEN’S HATS. 


High Street Methodist at Muncie De«- 
crees Their Removal at Service. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 14.—The Official 
Board of the High Street Methodist Church 
at Muncie yesterday demanded that every 
woman wearing a hat should remove it dur- 
ing services. The order almost occasioned 
@ panic. Very few hats came off at the 
beginning of early service. Then the pastor 
read the order. A few more hats disap- 
peared. 

About 100, however, paid not the slightest 
heed to the resolution, and during the en- 
tire service the plumes and feathers on 
their hats waved defiantly in the air. One 
or two women displayed some indignation 
at the “ tyrannical ’’ ruling of the men, and 
left the sanctuary in anger. At afternoon 
and night all hats were off. The women 
are mad; the men delighted. 


HAWAIIANS ON ANNEXATION. 


Half the Intelligent Natives Said to 
be Eager for it. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March M4.—Ben Cluff, 
Jr., President of the Brigham Young Acad- 
emy at Provo, Utah, has returned from a 
visit to the Hawaiian Islands, where he 
went, at the solicitation of United States 
Senator Frank J. Cannon, to determine the 


strength of the annexation sentiment. He 
made a thorough canvass among the na- 
tives on the Islands of Oahu, Maui, and 
Hilo. He said: 

“Probably one-half ef the intelligent na- 
tives of the island. are pronounced advo- 
cates of annexation. Of the remaining half 
the great majority are, primarily, in favor 
of the restoration of the monarchy, and, 
secondly, they much prefer annexation to 
the United States to a continuation of the 
present Government.” 


SALOONS IN POLICE STATIONS. 


CHICAGO, Merch 14.—A proposition to 
establish buffets for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors at reduced prices in the principal po- 
lice stations was submitted to the Mayor 
to-day. Noyes Thompson, former secretary 


to ex-County Clerk Henry Wulff, and a Re- 
publican politician in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward, stands as sponsor for the novel idea. 
The names of W. H. Ferrell and Robert 
Moore are ziven as being interested in the 
scheme. 

These gentlemen are willing to pay the 
city $20,000 for the privilege of running sa- 
loons in the police stations. In addition to 
the revenue which the city would get by 
granting the concession, the argument is 
made that the plan, if put into effect, would 
be a great convenience to police officers 
and habitués of Police Courts. 

Mayor Harrison refused to consider the 
proposition seriously.

Senator Ellsworth lroduces a 
Measure to Abolish the Pres- 
ent Commission. 


BI-PARTISAN BOARD PROVIDED 


‘ 


Platt and Croker Believed to be Behind 
the Scheme—It Would Furnish 
Places for Their Followers— 
In Line with Mayor Van 
Wyck’s Expressed Desire. 


ALBANY, March 14.—The introduction 
to-night by Senator Ellsworth, the Repub- 
lican leader in the Senate, of a bill destroy- 
ing the New York Rapid Transit Com- 
mission and creating a new bi-partisan com- 
mission in its stead, taken in connection 
with the well-known hostility of the present 
Democratic Municipal Administration to the 
commission as now constituted, is inter- 
preted here as indisputable evidence of an 
agreement between Mr. Platt and Mr. 
Croker. 

Mr. Ellsworth saw Senator Platt yester- 
day, and when he returned here to-night he 
had the bill in his pocket. Its bi-partisan 
provision, which would make places for two 
Platt and two Croker men, and the fact that 
it carries out perfectly the desire publicly 
expressed by Mayor Van Wyck that the 
present Rapid Transit Commissioners should 
be gotten out of the way, are pointed to as 
evidences of its dual machine origin. 

That it has Mr. Platt’s approval is evi- 
denced by its coming through Mr. Ells- 
worth, his recognized personal representa- 
tive. The text of the bill is as follows: 

The bill authorizes the Mayor to ap- 
point a new commission, to consist of four 
capable, experienced, and disinterested citi- 
zens of New York, not more than two of 
whom shall when appointed belong to the 
same political party, nor be of the same 
political opinion on State and National pol- 
itics. The Commissioners thus appointed 
are not to be removed except for cause. 

Upon the organization of the new board, 
the old board is required to deliver all fur- 
niture, books, maps, and other property in 
> —— to the custody of the new 

ard. 


RAPID TRANSIT CONFERENCES. 


President Orr and His Associates Feel 
Encouraged hy the Improved 
. Conditions, 

Members of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion. feel that the recent decision of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
modifying the conditions of the bond re- 
quired in connection with the proposed tun- 
nel scheme, may lead to a practical revival 
of that project. At a conference yesterday, 
which was participated in by President Orr 
and some of his associates of the Rapid 
Transit Board and representatives of the 
Manhattan Railway Company, some prog- 
ress was made toward definite action. This 
conference was private, and Secretary Dela- 
field subsequently explained that nothing 
of new interest took place therein. The 
fact that rapid transit conditions had im- 
proved was, however, frankly conceded by 
all parties interested. 

Edward M. St.epard, counsel to the Rapid 
Transit Commission, said that he réBarded 
the action of the Appellate Division of the 
Supremsre Court as very favorable, and he 
was inclined to the belief that something of 
practical value would now speedily -de- 
velop. 

President Orr was averse to talking about 
the character or result of recent confer- 
ences, but he said that the amount and con- 
ditions of the bond as fixed by the Court 
were entirely practicable from the business 
point of view. Althcugh a fourteen-million- 
dollar bond was very large he thought that 
under the modified conditions it would easily 
coms within the resources of such contract- 
ors as were likely to bid on the work. 

As a result of recent conferences there is 
an intimation that the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission will endeavor to co-operate in a 
friendly way with the Manhattan Railway 
Company independently of the main ques- 
tion of the underground plan. The fact that 
better transit facilities are needed on this 


island at once is fully recognized by all of 
the members of the Rapid Transit Board. 


FAITHFUL ENGINEER KILLED. 


Edward Garrity, an engineer on the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 
was instantly killed at Montrose, three 
miles south of Peekskill, yesterday after- 
noon, by striking his head on a bridge. He 
had been running the engine drawing Train 
No. 11, the Southwestern Limited, which 
léaves the Grand Central Station at 1 P. M., 


for the last four years. 

He left on his usual run yesterday, with 
Engine 935. He was to run as far as Al- 
bany, from where he was to bring the Em- 
pire State Express back to New York, ar- 
riving here at 10 P. M. On the up trip, 
when approaching Montrose, he put the 
fireman, Smitten, at the throttle, and went 
back on the tender to examine the water 
tank. 

The train was at full speed, and, having 
his back toward the cab, he failed to no- 
tice the bridge at that point. Before his 
fireman could give him warning, his head 
was struck and his skull crushed. 

Smitten brought the train to a stop at 
Peekskill, where the engineer’s body was 
taken off and placed in Croft’s Morgue. An- 
other engineer took charge of the locomo- 
tive there, and after a short delay the train 
proceeded to Albany. 

When the Empire State Express pulled 
into the Grand Central Station last night 
Smitten, the fireman, would say nothing at 
all about the accident. 

Garrity has been in the employ of the 
New York Central for thirty years, and 
was considered a most careful and trust 
worthy engineer. 

One night recently_he ran into a sleigh- 
ing party at King’s Bridge, killing the two 
horses drawing the sleigh, the occupants 
sucnyane The accident was not his fault, 
but he seemed to think it was a bad omen. 

He leaves a wife and seven children, the 
youngest five years old, at his home, 533 
Bast One Hundred and Forty-second 
Street. His son-in-law, John McGinnis, 
also we by the New York Central 
Railroad, went up to Peekskill last night 
and arranged for bringing his body home 
this morning. He had four brothers, three 
of whom are engineers. 


OLD STOCKINGS FOR RUSSIA. 


CHICAGO, March 14.—Health Department 
officials were called upon to perform a novel 
duty to-day. B. Shapiro, a jeweler at 731 
West North Avenue, has purchased 5,000 
pounds of second-hand cotton stockings for 


shipment for Russia. There is a scarcity of 
cotton in Russia, it is said, and the stock- 
ings are to be unraveled and used in making 
cotton goods. 

The Russian Consul in Chicago called 
upon Dr. Reynolds to fumigate the bales of 
cotton material before shipment. Four men 
were sent to a West Side warehouse to thor- 
oughly disinfect the material before its ship- 
ment. 


CHICAGO COLISEUM’S END. 


CHICAGO, March 14.—Chicago’s great 
amusement and convention building, the 
Coliseum, will not be rebuilt. This was 
the decision reached to-day by the stock- 


holders of the Chicago Exhibition Company 
after a careful consideration of the plans 
and specifications for a new structure. 

The stockholders were of the opinion that 
with the possibility of the Lake: Front Ex- 
position Building as a competitor for con- 
ventions and amusement and athletic en- 
terprises there would be no profit in the 
investment, and that the better policy would 
be to abandon the idea of rebuilding. Ac- 
cordingly, it was voted to wind up the 
affairs of the company. 


MRS. JOHN M. THURSTON DEAD. 


Wife of the Nebraska Senator Ex- 
pires on the Yacht Anita at 
Sagua La Grande, Cuba. 
HAVANA, March 14.—Consul General Lee 
received the following telegram this after- 
noon from Walter B. Barker, United States 

Consul at Sagua la Grande: 

“The wife of Senator Thurston died on 
the Anita to-day. Shall give every atten- 
tion and wire you from Boca.” 

Meagre advices say that Mrs. Thurston 
died of apoplexy about 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the yacht was in sight of port. 

The Anita left Matanzas last night with 
all the Congressional party except Con- 
gressman Smith and Congressman Cum- 
mings, who went to Sagua by rail. 

The passage from Havana to Matanzas 
was very rough, and that to Sagua even 
worse. It is thought that this, together 


with the rough passage down the coast, 
may have hastened the fatal end, but noth- 
ing definite is known here as to the circum- 
stances of Mrs. Thurston’s death or as to 
the time and place of the funeral. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Consul Gen- 
eral Lee has notified the State Department 
of the death to-day at Sagua la Grande, 
Cuba, of the wife of Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton of Nebraska. She died on board the 
yacht Anita. 

Senator and Mrs. Thurston were members 
of a Congressional party which left Fort 
Monroe March 2 for a trip to Cuba on the 
yacht Anita. The party had a stormy — 
off Hatteras, and put into Charleston. he 
trip was continued after a few. days’ rest. 
The Anita first touched Cuba at Havana, 
and afterward went on to Matanzas and 
Sagua la Grande. The brief announcement 
of Mrs. Thurston’s death was quite unsat- 
isfactory to hei many acquaintances in this 
city, and every effort was made to secure 
details, as the demise was most unexpected. 

Mrs. Thurston was in excellent health 
when she left the city, having taken an act- 
ive part in the annual convention of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
which met here the week before her de- 
parture. 

Mrs, Senator Gallinger, who was one of 
the party which left here for Cuba, but who 
abandoned the trip when the yacht reached 
Charleston, was greatly shocked at the an- 
nouncement of the death. When Mrs. Gal- 
linger left Charleston Mrs. Thurston was 
in perfect health, and had best withstood 
the storm off Hatteras, being the only one 
who was not made. sick. She confided to 
Mrs. Gallinger a strange presentment, say- 
ing she had written her son, now at Har- 
vard, certain desires to be carried out in 
case of accident, and added: ‘I do not ex- 
pect to return alive.” Little was thought 
of the remark, and Mrs. Thurston did not 
explain whether she feared a natural death 
or some accident to the vessel. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 14.—Mrs. John M. 
Thurston was the daughter of Col. and Mrs. 
Luther Poland and a niece of Luke P. Po- 
land, one of Vermont’s greatest statesmen. 


Her maiden name was Martha L. Poland. 
She.was born in Vermont a few years less 
than fifty years ago, and removed to this 
city with her parents nearly thirty years 
ago. She was married to Senator Thurston, 
who was then a struggling lawyer, on 
Christmas Day, 1872. Three children are 
living, a seventeen-year-old son who is now 
a student at Harvard college, and two girls, 
fourteen and twelve years old, who are now 
in this city. Three children also died, Mrs. 
Thurston took a great interest in her hus- 
band’s public welfare, and assisted him ma- 
terially in his political preferment. 

During his campaign for the Senatorship 
she was present at seventy-four of the sev- 
enty-six appointments he made. 
his counselor as a lawyer, appearing in court 
even with him as an assistant in several 
important cases. 

She was a brilliant woman., She was 
literary and also painted very well. She 
did not have much time to devote to social 
duties, as she directed the education of her 
children until they were of an age to enter 
the high school. She was a member of the 
Society of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and was recently elected Vice 
President of the National body. 


COAL MINERS GET AN ADVANCE. 


Dayton Coal and Iron Company Car- 
ries Out Its Agreement. 


CHATTANOOGA, March 14.—The Dayton 
Coal and Iron Company, at Dayton, Tenn., 
has announced an advance of 10 per cent. 
in the wages of its miners, 1,100 in number, 
to take effect April 1. 

Other laborers had their wages advanced 
to-day from 12 to 15 per cent.

WIDE AREA OF FOREST FIRES. 


Much Damage to Woodland in Long 
Island and New Jersey. 


PATCHOGUE, L. I., March 14.—A big for- 
est fire started near Holbrook, seven miles 
northwest of Patchogue, this morning. It 
is still. burning. The flames can be seen 
from here. The smoke hag filled the vil- 
lage streets. The farmers are working to 
stop the flames. Several houses were in 


danger, but were saved. The damage to the 
woodland will be very heavy, especially to 
woodcutters. 


EGG HARBOR CITY, N. J., March 14.— 
The forest fires which rage here every 
Spring and Fall have begun. Fire broke 
out near Weekstown to-day, and has burned 
over considerable timber and bog land. The 
bog was used for cranberry raising. The 
smoke along the Tuckerton Pike was so 
thick this afternoon that travel was al- 
most impossible.

The Amazonas and Admiral Abrou- 
all, Built for Brazil, Secured 
- by This Country. 


SPAIN CAN’T GET THE O’HIGGINS 


Chile, It Is Said, Refused to Part with 
the Big Cruiser—The Amazonas 
to be Brought Over 

' at Once. 


LONDON, March 14.—The Brazilian Min- 
ister confirms the report that the warships 
Amazonas and Admiral Abrouall have been 
sold to the United States Government. The 
contract is to be signed to-day, and the 
Brazilian officers and crew now on board 
the Amazonas will return to Brazil by the 
next mail steamer sailing for that country. 

Spain is reported»to have purchased the 
armored crufser O’Higgins, built by the 
Armstrongs for Chile, but the Chilean 
Chargé d’Affaires does rot confirm the re- 
port. He says a Chilean crew for the ves- 
sel is expected here next week to take the 
O’Higgins to Chile. ? 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The reported 
sale to the United States of the two Brazil- 
ian cruisers Amazonas and Admiral Abrou- 
all, now receiving their finishing touches in 
an English shipyard, was confirmed here 
this afternoon. It is learned also that 
Spain has not secured the O’Higgins, and 
that Chile will not sell her to Spain. It is 
said furthermore that Spain has not and 
cannot purchase ships from either Chile or 
the Argentine Republic. 

The United States flag will be hoisted over 


the new ships within a week probably. Or- 
ders have been sent to Commodore Howell, 
commanding the European station, to send 
a force of men from the San Francisco to 
take possession of the Amazonas, and just 
as soon as they do so she will start for the 
United States. The other vessel will follow 
at the earliest possible moment. The terms 
of sale are secret. 

The availability of the two Brazilian ~ 
was first brought to the attention of the 
Navy Department by Mr. Lane, agent of 
the Maxim-Nordenfeldt Company, who was 
authorized to dispose of those ships build- 
ing at Elswich and two others in course of 
construction in France. 

Mr. Lane said to-day that the two ships 
purchased would be a most desirable ac- 
quisition to the American Navy, as they 
were the latest and best products of the 
famous Armstrong yards. The Amazonas is 
complete in every respect, has her coal sup- 
ply and ammunition on board, and steam 
can be raised at any time. There will be no 
trouble in bringing her across, as an ade- 
quate force for the trip can be made up 
from the local yards. 

It is said the coal and ammunition on 
board passed with the sale to the United 
States. The ammunition is not all of the 
kind in use by the United States Navy, so 
that the supply of ammunition is a neces- 
sary adjunct to the new ships. 

The other ship has been launched, but it 
will take some time to make her ready for 
sea. Mr. Lane believes, however, that there 
will be no difficulty in bringing her over im- 
mediately, if it is desired to make the move 
without delay, as the hull of the ship is suf- 
moteney advanced to permit of her being 
towed. 


FACTS ABOUT THE NEW CRUISERS. 


Latest Type of Fighting Machines and 
Will Class with the Cincinnati. 


The Amazcenas and Admiral Abrouall are 
steel sheathed and coppered, with twin 


screws, and will be the first of the cruisers | 


in our navy te embody that feature of naval 
construction, sheathing, 
Constructor Hichborn has worked earnestly 
for many years past, with the result that he 
has succeeded in having some of the small- 
er gunboats censtructed on this principle. 

The new vessels will class favorably with 
the brotected cruiser Cincinnati. They have 
a displacement of 3,600 tons and the engines 
have an indicated horse power under nat- 
ural draught of 7,500, which will give them 
a speed of something more than 20 knots. 
Their length is 330 feet over all, with a 
molded breadth of 43 feet 9 inches and a 
maximum draught of 16 feet 10 inches. 

They are schooner rigged, and carry fight- 
ing tops on both masts and a “signal” 
yard on the forward mast above the mili- 
tary tops. Two funnels placed amidships 
supply the necessary draught to the fire- 
rooms, in which are situated six tubular 
boilers of the latest returnable type. The 
engines are of the triple expansion, direct- 
action type, each capable of generating an 
indicated horse power of 3,750, and are 
placed in separate water-tight compart- 
ments just abaft of amidships. The coal 
capacity is 850 tons, giving the vessels an 
effective stcuming radius of 8,000 knots, a 
most valuable feature, inasmuch as it would 
enable them to cross and recross the At- 
lantic without coaling. Such vessels, used 
as commerce destroyers, would be vastly 
more Ss than what appear to be more 
powerful craft, because of their ability to 
get along on long cruises without touching 
ut neutral ports to coal, and thus exposing 
themselves to capture. 

The armament of the vessels is somewhat 
larger than that carried by the Cincinnati, 
but it is similarly arranged. The batteries 
consist of six 6-inch rapid-fire and four 4.7- 
inch rapid-fire guns in the main battery. 
These are placed forward and aft on the 
main deck. The secondary batteries, some 
of the guns of which will be placed on the 
main deck, while others will be mounted 
in sponsons on the forecastle and quarter 
decks, consist of ten six-pounder, four one- 
pounder, and four Maxim rapid-firing guns. 
There are also two boat or field guns. The 
Maxims, with the one-pounders, are to be 
mounted in the fighting tops. All the guns 
are of the latest type of rapid-fire rifles. 
In addition to the gun batteries each vessel 
is fitted with three submerged torpedo out- 
fits. 

The cruisers carry no armor in the or- 
dinary sense, but their machinery is pro- 
tected from the fire of guns by an arched 
steel deck just below the water line, vary- 
ing in thickness from 1.2 to 3.5 inches. The 
guns have a protection over their positions 
of armor four and a half inches thick.

SHORT OF ENGINEER OFFICERS. 


Searcely Possible to Secure a Staff for | 


the Warships Purchased Abroad, : 
It Is Said. 


WAS!'IINGTON, March 14.—A dangerous 
deficiency in the engineer branch of the 
navy has been brought to light by the fact 
that it is scarcely possible to secure a staff 
of engineer officers to bring to the United 
States any of the ships purchased abroad.

loyed more than a week before it was 
ound necessary to detach him to act as 
@ member of the board appointed to exam- 
ine auxiliary cruisers. 

This state of affairs has been brought to 
‘the attention of the House Naval Commit- 
tee, but so far it is feared without meeting 
that decree of success hoped for in the 
shape of an amendment increasing the num- 
ber of engineer officers in the service. 


APPRAISAL OF READING’S FLEET. 


Sixty-six Vessels Used in the Coal 
Trade Wanted by the Government. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—The Press 
will say to-morrow: ‘‘A representative of 
the Government has been in the city sev- 
eral days on a special mission with the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany in regard to finding what the company 
wants for its fleet. The question was put 
to one of the officers, and he said that the 
company did not desire to part with its 
fleet unless it was an absolute necessity, 
but if there was a war the company would 
do all it could to help the Government. 

“The Government wants to know what 
the company values its whole fleet at. In 
case of war the various vessel@ barges, and 
tugs owned by this company would be of 
immense service to the United States for 
the transportation of coal, as all the boats 
are built for this kind of service, F 

“The Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company owns seven steam colliers, 
one having the capacity of 600 tons, five the 
capacity of 1,600 tons each, and one of 1,800 
tons. It also has thirty-six schooner-rigged 
sea barges, two having the capacity of 600 
tons each, twenty-two of 1,450 tons each, 
six of 1,025 tons each, and five of 1,550 tons 
each. It also has three sea-going tugs of 

reat strength. There are eight Sound 
arges of from 400 to 1,285 tons each and 
six scow barges five having a capacity for 
420 tons and one for 200 tons. 

** Besides these vessels the company owns 
three tugs in New York Harbor and three 
in the Delaware River. This brings the 
company’s cntire fleet up to sixty-six.’’ 


NAVAL MILITIA UNIFORMS. 


Part, of the Appropriation May Be 
Used for Buying Them. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Representa- 
tive Elliott of South Carolina called at the 
Navy Department to-day to talk with the 
officials respecting the clothing of the naval 
militia. Under the existing regulations the 
department has no authority to expend any 
of the small allotment of funds made by 
Congress for the use of the naval militia, 
for the purchase of clothing. It is all con- 
sumed in the purchase of boats, equipments, 
arms, books, signal flags, &c. For several 
years the militiamen have been trying hard 
to secure a modification of the law that 
would permit of the application of at least 
a portion of the militia appropriation for the 
purchase of uniforms. This has been ac- 
complished at last through the inclusion in 
the pending Naval bill of a suitable amend- 
ment. However, this new clause under or- 
dinary conditions would not go into effect 
before July 1 next. 

Representative Elliott is endeavoring to 
secure the department’s aid in having the 
section go into effect immediately upon 
the passage of the bill, in which case a 
considerable body of the South Carolina 
militia*can be put into active service at 
once. The department is thoroughly com- 
mitted to the measure. 


Machias Ordered to Boston. 


NORFOLK, March 14.—The gunboat Ma- 
chias has been ordered to Boston, and prob- 


ably will sail in the morning. She coaled to- 
day. It is supposed the transfer was made 
because the work on her could be done more 
expeditiously in Boston. This yard just now 
is devoting all its energies to the Newark. 


The Brooklyn at Fort Monroe. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The big ar- 
mored cruiser Brooklyn arrived at Fort 
Monroe this morning direct from La Guay- 
ra, Venezuela. She has made a fine run up, 


and it is expected will await at Hampton 
Roads the arrival of the Minneapolis and 
Columbia, which are just fitting out at Phil- 
adelphia. This force will form an excellent 
nucleus for the projected “flying squad- 
ron” in case the department decides to 


form one. 


The Holland Makes a Short Run. 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., March 14.—The 
submarine torpedo boat Holland left her 
dock here to-day and made a run out into 
the bay. She was gone about half an hour, 
and, according to Mr. Holland, behaved 


splendidly. No attempt was made to dive. 
As soon as she returned men began the 
work of putting in her pig iron ballast. 
When this is completed it will bring the 
boat down to a normal water line. To-mor- 
row or next day she will probably take a 
short run to test the ballast. 


The Oregon Taking War Stores. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—The battle- 
ship Oregon is lying in the stream with 
scows all about her. From two of the 
scows coal is being discharged, from an-

EUROPE OBJECTS TO A WAR 


Reported the Austrian Emperor 
Wants a Representation to that — 
Effect Made to This Country. 


WILLIAM WITH HIM, IT IS SAID 


St. Petersburg Novoe Vremya Says All 
the European Powers Would 
Sympathize with Spain in 
Case of Hostilities. 


LONDON, March 15.—The 
spondent of .The Times says: 

“ According to information obtained from 
good sources, the Austrian Emperor is mak- 
ing great efforts to induce the European 
powers to present to the United States the 
danger to Europe of their carrying any 
further their interference in Cuban affairs. 

“Emperor William is warmly. seconding 
the efforts of Emperor Francis Joseph. The 
American Government is aware of this situ- 
ation.”’ 

The Vienna correspondent of The Times 
telegraphs an abstract of an article in the 
St. Petersburg Novoe Vremya, which he 
thinks “‘ deserves attention as giving an ac- 
curate account of the views and intentions 
of at least three of the great powers.” 

The correspondent, in making his ab 
stract, says: 

“ The article asserts that the United States 
are well aware that in declaring war 
against Spain they could not count upon -the 
approval of any of the Europeon powers, 
All, it alleges, would sympathize with Spain, 
if not actively, certainly by categorical pro~ 
test against President McKinley’s conduct. 
This, it is said, is also well known at 
Madrid. 

“ Therefore, continues the Novoe Vremya 
writer, it is hoped that Spain will not fall 
into the trap laid by Washington; for she 
has so far no serious grounds for declaring 
war, and measures should immediately. be 


taken in order that she may not have such 
grounds in the future. 

“The European representatives, concludes 
the article, will notify the Washington Gov- 
ernment of their opinion that war is not 
desirable, and it is to be hoped that Presi- 
dent McKinley will realize the disadvantage 
of such general censure and will not allow 
himself to bé egged into war by American 
speculators.”’ 

The Vienna correspondent of The Stand- 
ard declares that Austria and Germany 
Sympathize with Spain, the former being 
actuated by family ties between the two 
reigning houses, and the latter by a grudge 
against the United States. 

“The Chinese question,” the correspond- 
ent adds, ‘‘ is much more practical for the 
United States than the Cuban; but America 
has no naval base in Chinese waters, Why 
should not Spain make peace by offering 
the United States a naval station in the 
Philippines? Spain would lose nothing there- 
by, On the cousrary. the Philippines would 
be more assured to her than before, and the 
Americans would be enabled to act from 
i base in conjunction with England and 

apan.”’

LONDON, March 14—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Parlfamentary Secre- 
tary for the Foreign Office, Mr. George N. 
Curzon, replying to Mr. Michael Davitt, 
Anti-Parnellite member for South Mayo, 
who asked the Government whether Great 
Britain had offered to lend men-pf-war to 
the United States in the event of a conflict 
between the United States and a European 
power, said the Government had not made 
such an offer. 

Answering a series of questions which Mr. 
Davitt put with the view of eliciting wheth- 
er there have been any negotiations for an 
alliance between Great Britain® and the 
United States, or whether Great Britain has 


offered to mediate in the Cuban crisis, Mr. 
Curzon said thes® questions were of such a 
nature that it was inexpedient to reply to

with shouts of approval from the Unionist 
benches.

“T put the question as to the ships be- 
cause the question was not proceed with 
last week. I wanted to elicit the truth. [ 
knew, of course, that the statement made 
to the effect that warships would possibly 
be loaned was as absurd as the rumored al- 
liance or rapprochement, and I received ex- 
actly the answer I expected. Mr. Curzon is 
too clever a diplomat to give any answer 
which would dispel the idea that an Ameri- 
can alliance is on the tapis, as of course it 
never will be. Mr. Curzon knows it, but it 
serves England’s purpose to let the Conti- 
nental nations think it is possible in the 
near future.”’

WASHINGTON, March 14.—To a Post 
reporter Senator Proctor said last night: 

“Concerning the cause of the Maine dis- 
aster I feel free to say that such informa- 


tion as I have obtained indicates that the 
explosion. was from the outside. It does 
not show that the Spanish Government or 
any of its officials in Havana were partici- 
pants in the crime. In the-first place, I do 

ot think there were any mines in the har- 

or. I have not the slightest knowledge of 
what the dedsion of the Naval Court of In- 
quiry will be or when it will reach Wash- 
ington. Such information as I have is en- 
tirely of an unofficial character.” 

Senator Proctor called at the White House 
to-day and’ had quite an extended confer- 
ence with the President, to whom he -nar- 
rated hts observations in Cuba. Mr. Proctor 
also had a talk with Secretary Alger. 


How Havana Americans Feel. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Col. Myron M. 
Parker, one of the leading business men 
of Washington, who accompanied Senator 
Proctor in his recent visit to Cuba, said 


to-day that the Americans on the island 
had no doubt that the disaster to the Maine 
was caused through Spanish agency. Their 
belief, however, he said, could not be 
traced to any authoritative source, and it 
was conceded by all persons that the court 
of inquiry and other persons connected with 
the investigation had not given any inti- 
mation of what the evidence disclosed. 
Nevertheless, he said, there was absolutely 
no difference of opinion among the Amerit- 
cans as to the cause of the disaster having 
been an external explosion. 


THE SENATE INVESTIGATION, 


Committee Authorized to Send for 
Persons and Papers. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—A resolution 
offered last Thursday by Mr. Chandler of 
New Hampshire, authorizing the Committee 
on Naval Affairs to send for persons and 
papers in the course of the investigation of 
the Maine disaster, was adopted by the 
Senate to-day. 

Imost immediately afterward Mr. Allen 
of Nebraska inquired of Mr. Chandler what 
the Naval Affairs Committee had done re- 
garding the investigation of the Maine 
catastrophe, as provided for by his resolu- 
tion of several weeks ago. 

Mr. Chandler, in reply, called attention to 
the absence of the Chairman of the Naval 
Committee, Mr. Hale, and disclaimed any 
desire or intention to speak for the com- 
mittee. He said, however, that, as yet, the 
committee had taken no action regarding 
the investigation beyond presenting and se- 
curing the passage of the resolution author- 
izing the committee to proceed as a court. 
He expressed the opinion that the policy of 
the committee would be to await the action 
and findings of the naval court of inquiry. 
He called attention to the interesting fact 
that naval courts have no authority under 
the law to compel witnesses to testify or to 

unish them they should’ refuse. He

The Work of inspecting and Se- 
lecting Auxiliary Cruisers 
Has Begun. 


NAVAL BOARD IN SESSION 


The American Liners St. Louis and 
New York the First Vessels to be 
Visited—Many Ship Owners 
Quick to Offer Assistance. 


The Naval Board on Auxiliary Cruisers, 
which has been appointed to acquire mer- 
chant vessels for the use of the Navy De- 
partment in case of hostilities, met for the 
first time in this city yesterday at 10 A, M, 
in the Havemeyer Building, 26 Cortlandt 
Street. 

The officers of the board who will conduct 
the actual inspection of available vessels 
are Capt. Frederick Rodgers of the Naval 
Board of Inspection and Survey; Lieut. Na- 
than Sargent, Lieut, Commander J. D. J. 
Kelley, Chief Engineer Albert F. Dixon, 
and Naval Constructor Tawresey. This 
board really supplants the office of United 
States Inspector of Merchant Vessels, which 
has been held py Lieut. Commander Kelley 
since last May. 

The officers were on hand with military 
promptness, and immediately set about 
their business. Capt. Rodgers was made 
presiding officer and Lieut. Sargent Secre- 
tary. The board then went into secret ses- 
sion for three-quarters of an hour. 

Long before the session began the corri- 
dors about the office were filled with groups 
of men well known on the floor of the Mar- 
itime Exchange. 

The deliberations of the board were secret 
and will continue so. The results will be 


forwarded to the Navy Department. At 
the end of the meeting it was announced 
that the offices of the board would be moved 
to its permanent quarters in the office of 
the Inspectors of Harbors, in the Army 
Building. 


The St. Louis Inspected. 


The full board then visited the American 
liner St. Louis. The officers were all in clv- 
ilian’s clothes. They were met at the gang- 
way of the big liner by Capt, William G, 
Randle, James A. Wright, Jr., Second Vice 


President of the American Line, and Clem- 
ent A. Griscom, General Manager for the 
company in this city. The party inspected 
the vessel thoroughly and then spent an 
hour in consultation in Capt. Randle’s cabin. 

The steamship was constructed under the 
supervision of naval experts, and all of the 
officers composing the board were more or 
less familiar with the plan of the vessel, 
but many minor points 1n connection with 
her equipment were explained to them. 

The New York was next visited. She was 
at one time in the reserve of the British 
Admiralty, and was built under the super- 
vision of English officers, as was also her 
sister ship, the Paris. The vessel was 
thoroughiy examined. The members of the 
board had scarcely reached their new quar- 
ters in the Army Building when a_clerk 
fgom the American Line offices arrived with 
the deck plans of all the company’s ves- 
sels, It was rumored that the St, Louis 
at least would be immediately impressed 
into the Government service. The vessel is 
scheduled to depart for Southampton to- 
morrow, and was taking on coal and sup- 
plies yesterday. Vice President Wright of 
the line could not say whether the New 
York would be substituted to make the reg- 
ular voyage. During the afternoon the 
board was divided into two details, one to 
examine the larger American vessels in 
port and the other to look after the tugs, 
yachts, and other smaller craft. many of 
which class would be required in case of 
war. 

Ward Liners Inspected. 


The Ward Line steamers City of Washing- 
ton, Seneca, Saratoga, and Yumuri, com- 
prising all of the vessels of the company’s 
fleet in port at present, were ‘Inspected 
either by members of the board or by -ex~ 


perienced naval carpenters from the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, who will assist in thé’ in- 
spection. : 

At 4 o’clock Capt. Rodgers and Lieut. 
Sargent, accompanied by Lewis Luckenbach 
of the Luckenbach Towing Company, board- 
ed the Supervisor’s tug Daniel S. Lamont 
and proceeded to the Erie Basin. It is un- 
derstood that the Luckenbach Company has 
voluntarily placed its entire fleet of vessels 
at the Government’s disposal unconditional- 
ly. These include at least four of the larg- 
est and best ocean tugs on the Atlantic 
Coast, 

The offices of the board were besieged 
throughout the afternoon by ship ownerss 
anxious to have their vessels considered for 
service in our war fleet. Their representa- 
tions were all considered, and the *vessels 
will be inspected in turn.

Work to be Divided. 


“ Henceforth no vessel will be inspected 
by the entire board,’’ said that official, ‘“‘ We 
will conduct examinations individually and 
will not confine ourselves to this port. We 
have many offers of vessels from other 
parts, and durjpg the present week we will 
scatter. Some will inspect here, while other 


members will visit Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. We want the American people 
to know that the ship owners have come 
forward with wonderful promptness and 
enthusiasm. Not only have we received of- 
fers from all the principal merchant steam- 
ers, but from hundreds of tugboat and 
yacht owners as well. We have not en- 
gaged any vessels. Our duties at present 
are simply to determine the fitness of each 
vessel for certain work that might be re- 
quired of it in case of war. Our conelu- 
sions will be forwarded to the Navy De- 
partment at Washington and acted upon 
there.” 

The arrival of the board -has aroused 
much interest among shipping mén con- 
cerning the American merchant vessels 
avallable as commerce destroyers fn the 
event of war. To name a long list of ves- 
sels available for impress is an easy task. 
Besides the four fleet American liners, the 
St. Paul, St. Louis, Paris, and New York, 
there ts a surprising array of vessels flying 
the American flag that could carry guns 
and perform efficient service as commerce 
destroyers. *

SO-CALLED “NEWPORT” TORPEDO. 


Name May Have Been Given to a Mine 
Invented by Lieut. Holman, 


NEWPORT, R. I., March 14.—The report 
published Sunday that the destruction of the 
battleship Maine had been caused by a 


“Newport " torpedo was not credited here, 
as most of the authorities believed there 
was no such thing as a ‘‘ Newport’’ tor- 
pedo. An incident was recalled to-day, how- 
ever, that at least shows the origin of the 
name applied to the explosive. 

A few years ago a series of experiments 
were conducted on the torpedo station with 
a submarine mine of an improved type and 
great power, for it had capacity for a large 
amount of explosives. The idea originated 
with two officers of the station, one of 
whom was Lieut. G. F. W. Holman, then 
navigating officer of the ill-fated Maine. 
The mine was highly praised by the naval 
experts, but none of the kind has been con- 
structed except for experimental purposes 
as far as is known here. The name “ New- 
port’ might have been applied to the mine. 

Holman is a high authority on torpedoes, 
and the officers in the nav who have 
known him for a long time think his testi- 
mony will have great weight in deciding 
the cause of the explosion.

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Artillerymen Sent to Sandy Hook 
from Forts Hamilton and 
Wadsworth. 


TWENTY MORTARS ARRIVE 


They Will Fire Twelve-Inch Projec- 
tiles Weighing Half a Ton Each— 
Rapid-Fire Guns Also to be 

Put in Position. : 


—_—_— 


Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth looked 
warlike early yesterday morning. The 
sounds of martial music and the marching 
of troops brought many persons to the 
parade grounds back of the old gray stone 
buildings. This, however, did not interest 
the people to any unusual extent, as every 
morning shortly before 9 o’clock the troops 
are paraded for guard mount. It was after 
this function yesterday that the people be- 
gun to get interested. The event causing it 
was the assembling of the men attached to 
the batteries at the forts who had been 
ordered for duty at Fort Hancock, on Sandy 
Hook. 

The assignment of these troops, consisting 
of 130 men, for duty outside of the old forti- 
fications caused no end of excitement. Long 
before the hour arrived for the men to de- 
part the Quartermaster’s department was 
kept busy carting tents, bedding, and camp 
outfits to the Government docks for trans- 
portation to Sandy Hook. The quarters for 
the men assigned for duty at Fort Hancock 
have not been completed, and the soldiers 


will live in tents until the buildings are 
finished. 

The first boat to arrive at the forts was 
the Ordnance. The camping outfits were 
placed on board, and with a squad of men 
to fit up the quarters at Fort Hancock she 
started for Sandy Hook. Then the men in 
Battery A, from Fort Hamilton, in com- 
mand of Capt. Roberts, and those of Bat- 
tery L, in command of Capt. McClellan, 
were marched to the piers in front of the 


forts. 

The army boat Gen. Meigs arrived shortly 
after 11 A. M., and the men from Fort 
Hamilton were taken on board. The Meigs 
then went across the Narrows, and the 
men from Fort Wadsworth boarded her, 
after which she started for Sandy Hook, 
arriving there about an hour later. 

The troops were taken to their new quar- 
ters, which are situated near the old fort. 
The tents are arranged in a semi-circle, 
with the big mess tent and kitchen in the 
rear. Lieut. Col. McCrea of the artillery, 
who was recently promoted to that ade, 
is in command of the forces at sane ook. 
He and Lieut, Col. Ludlow of the Egnineer 
— S visited the fort at Sandy Hook yes- 
terday. 

The batteries sent from Forts Hamilton 
and Wadsworth will be kept busy for some 
time unloading and mounting the large 
mortars and rapid-fire ns which are now 
at the fort, One of the most important 
shipments of large ordnance made by the 
Government from any of the foundries in 
more than thirty years arrived at Sandy 
Hook yesterday afternoon shortly after the 
two batteries of artillery reached there. 
The shipment consisted of twenty mortars 
and a number of rapid-fire guns. This ord- 
nance started from the army foundry at 
Watervliet, N. Y., on Friday last. The mor- 
tars are of the latest type, and when mount- 
ed will have complete command of the 
lower harbor. They will discharge twelve- 
inch projectiles weighing more than half a 
ton each, and will be situated so as to cause 
untold damage to the ships of an enemy 
undertaking to enter the harbor. Most of 
the mortars will be mounted at Fort Han- 
cock and along the shore of Sandy Hook. 

A large number of small breech-loading 
rapid-fire — have been sent to the prov- 
ing grounds. After they are tested they 
will be mounted in the casemates which 
have already been constructed and the 
mounts placed in them. 

A placard in the Army Building in White- 
hall Street yesterday announced that ‘no 
laborers are wanted for work on the forti- 
fications at Sandy Hook or Fort Hamilton,” 
yet the men now employed there are kept 
at work day and night in preparing the 
casemates and mounts for the guns that 
are to be placed in position. Not only are 
the laborers employed by the Engineer 
Corps kept busy, but also the enlisted men 
from the several batteries have been put at 
work. The men are detailed in gangs work- 


ing eight hours each.

UNION PACIFIC’S EXPANSION. 


OMAHA, March 14.—President Burt of the 
Union Pacific has gone to New York, where 
new honors will be thrust upon him. It is 
stated that the Union Pacific will take con- 
trol of the Oregon Short Line and the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
April 1. While the fact has been gener- 
ally known that the Union Pacific had ob- 
tained the majority of the stock of both 
Tailways no date has been hitherto given 
with references to taking possession. 

All obstacles having been removed, Presi- 
dent Burt, it is predicted, will be made 


President of the entire system from Omaha 
to Portland. When he is placed in or 
of these roads his policy will remain the 
same. He will continue to economize down 
to the point of barest necessity. In the pur- 
suance of this policy the general offices of 
the Oregon Short Line at Salt Lake will be 
removed to this city, where they will be 
consolidated with the general offices’ here. 

This will requile a certain expenditure to 
make room for the great number of em- 
ployes who will come to this city. The 
headquarters building is already crowded, 
and it will probably be remodeled. Plans are 
already being discussed. When the removal 
of the general offices occurs, which is likely 
to be some time after the new President 
takes charge of the road, several high of- 
ficials of the Oregon Short Line and the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
will lose their positions.

; Commissioner Klopsch Gives $5,500 


to be Spent for Relief in Different

KEY WEST, Fla., March 14.—The United 
‘States dispatch boat Fern arrived here this 
afternoon from Matamzas. 


The Fern’s trip was She 


uneventful. 


_ Weacled Matanzas on Saturday, and at once 
began discharging provisions into lighters. 


- On shore a few persons had gathered, but 
there was no demonstration of any kind. 
The share of provisions for Matanzas was 
got rid of in a businesslike way, and the 
Fern then sailed for Sagua la Grande, where 
the same programme was gone through on 
Sunday, the operation of landing the stores 
occupying about six hours. 

United States Consul Barker boarded the 
Fern upon her arrival at Sagua. He was 
overjoyed to see an American ship once 
more, even though it was only the little 
Fern. The Consul said there were about 
25,000 starving reconcentrados in his dis- 
trict. An officer of the Fern sald to-day: 

“Tt seemed as if the gladness of the 
wretched Cubans at our arrival was stified 
by the overpowering dread that hangs 
above the people of Cuba, and that could 
not be dispelled even with the coming of 
the food for which they longed. Naturally, 


* we saw little. Ours was no exploring trip. 


But we saw enough to convince us that the 
stories emanating from Matanzas and espe- 
cially from Sagua la Grande are not exag- 
gerated.”’ 

The Fern will probably go back with more 
provisions about Friday. 


AUTONOMISTS WILL NOT VOTE. 


They Show Dissatisfaction in Matan- 
zas and Santa Clara. 


HAVANA, March 14.—Important factiors 
of the Autonomists of Matanzas and Santa 
Clara, representing all races, have agreed 
not to take part in the general or local elec- 
tions next month. 

In some political circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that this agreement is the result of 


discontent, caused by the fact that the Au- 
tonomist Government has been unable to 
give employment to the excessive numbers 
of people who have been seeking positions 
in the Government offices. 

The Marquis Garcia, the Governor of San- 
ta Clara, tried to induce these factions to 
romise they would take part in the elec- 
fons, but he has been unable to change 
their resolution 


CHECKS GIVEN TO THE CONSULS. 


Commissioner Klopsch Will Have 


Them Distribute $5,500. 


HAVANA, March 14.—Commissioner 
Klopsch has given a check for $1,000 in 
American gold for transmission to United 
States Consul Brice, at Matanzas, and an- 
other check for the same amount to be for- 
warded to United States Consul Barker, at 
Sagua la Grande. Both checks will be for- 


* warded to their destinations by messenger. 


Commissioner Klopsch says he would pre- 
fer that the money be used for the relief 
of the “silent sufferers,”’ otherwise those 
who are in great poverty, but who are too 
proud to make their wants known. 

Finally, the Commissioner will give Con- 
sul General Lee $1,000 for direct expendit- 
ure and $2,500 for the relief fund. 

Arrangements are in progress to discon- 
tinue a number of the relief stations in 
Havana, which are open only at certain 
hours, and to establish instead one large 
‘central station, which will be open for re- 


fief at all hours of the day, with four sub- 
urban stations. Lists have been secured 
of the names of the towns near Havana, 
of the number of their inhabitants, and of 
the state of destitution in each. These 
lists will be extended throughout Cuba, to 
embrace all the localities where suffering 
exists. A careful estimate, it is hoped, will 
be made of the total number to be provided 
for, so that the amount and variety of the 
daily rations can be fixed according to the 
money available. It is believed that the 
long-established hospitals and asylums of 
Havana can be made much use of if assist- 
ance is judiciously given to their regular 
managers. It is further hoped that by 
spending $10,000, Las Cosas, now the prin- 
cipal place here for the relief of the recon- 
centrados in this city, can be made a model 
refuge, with new beds, good kitchens, &c.

ANOTHER DEMAND ON SPAIN. 


Indemnity Wanted for Wrongs Done 
Bolten and Richelieu. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Lodge (Mass.) of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee called up the joint resolu- 
tion for the relief of August Bolten and 
Gustave Richelieu. The resolution, as re- 
ported from the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, is as follows: 

“‘ That the President of the United States 
be. and he is hereby, empowered to take 
such measures as in his judgment may be 
necessary to obtain indemnity from the 


Spanish Government for the wrongs and 
injuries suffered by August Bolten and Gus- 
tave Richelieu, by reason of their wrongful 
arrest and imprisonment by Spanish au- 
thorities at Santiago de Cuba in the year 
1895. and to secure this end he is authorized 
and requested to employ such means or ex- 
ercise such power as may be necessary.”’ 

The resolution, *to which objection was 
made a few days ago, was passed without 
debate. 


RECRUITING IN BROOKLYN. 


A Sub-Station for Artillerymen in 
Charge of Lieut. Kiernan. 


A sub-recruiting station for the enlistment 
of artillerymen was-opened yesterday morn- 
ing at 7 and 9 Myrtle Avenue, Brooklyn. It 
is in charge of Lieut. Francis J. Kiernan of 
the Twenty-first Infantry, who was sta- 
tioned at Plattsburg, N. Y. He reported 
for duty yesterday in response to telegraphic 
instructions from Washington. . 

The office will be open for at least three 
months. Applicants must be between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty and unmar- 
ried, except in the case of discharged non- 
commissioned officers, who may be reinstat- 
ed even if over thirty. They must be phys- 
ically sound and able to read, write, and 
speak English. They must be citizens or 
must have taken out their first papers. They 
must have an elementary knowledge of 
arithmetic, including a fair knowledge of 
fractions, which is required in the artillery 
to enable the men to serve the guns. The 
minimum height required is 5 feet 4 inches 
and weight 128 pounds. Only two applica- 
tions were made yesterday. One of the 
applicants was under age and the other 
over age. 


CUBANS KILL FALSE LEADERS. 


Cayito, Alvarez, and Others 
Who Meant to Surrender Put to 
Death by Their Men. 


MADRID, March 14.—A great sensation 
has been caused here by an official dis- 
patch from Havana saying that the insur- 
gent leaders Cayito, Alvarez, and Nunez 
have been killed by other insurgents while 
the former were on their way to tender 
their submission to the Spaniards. Official 
circles here claim that the action of Cay- 


ito and his companions is proof that an im- 
portant section of insurgents is anxious to 
accept the “ legal régime.”’

HAVANA, March 14.—The military com- 
mander of Santa Clara reports that as the 
insurgent leaders Cayito, Alvarez, Nunez, 
and others were upon the point of surren- 
dering to the Spaniards near La Esperanza, 
Province of Santa Clara, they were sur- 
prised by the insurgents under Roberto Ber- 
mudez, and a collision occurred. 

Lieut. Gastardi, with a force of guerrillas 
went to the farm of Luzo, being informed 
that there were a number of bodies there. 
This turned out to be correct, for the guer- 
rillas found there the naked bodies of Alva- 
rez, Nunez, and Major Espinoza of the in- 
surgent army, who had evidently been 
killed by the insurgents, who discovered 
their intention of surrendering to the Span- 
iards. The bodies were identified and, later, 
were buried at La Esperanza. 


FIGHTING IN SANTIAGO PROVINCE. 


Spaniards, Supported by Two Gun- 
boats, Engage the Cubans. 


HAVANA, March 14.—According to Span- 
ish advices a government force, protected 
by the gunboats Venaditto and Galicia, op- 
erating between Portillo Niquero, Cama- 
rones, Vicana, and Cabo Cruz, on the south- 
western coast of the Province of Santiago 
de Cuba, has been engaged with an insur- 
gent force at Del ToroInlet. The Spaniards 
are reported to have lost three men killed 
and to have had twelve men wounded, 
while, it is added, they captured eleven pris- 
oners and some arms and ammunition. 

The Spaniards have, it is announced, com- 
menced military operations at Lasierra 
Maestra, and on both sides of the River 
Cauto, in the Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
Gen. Bernal being in command of the troops 
operating in the direction of Bairo and Can- 
tilados. Reinforcements to the number of 


1,500 troops have arrived at Santiago de 
Cuba from Spain. 


The Pando Bridge to be Rebuilt. 


HAVANA, March 14.—Captain General 
Blanco has ordered that the sum of $30,000 
be spent in reconstructing the Pando Rail- 
road Bridge. called so after Gen. Pando, 
which was destroyed by dynamite near 
Gibara, in the Province of Santiago de 


Cuba. The bridge is needed to establish a 
line of communication. 


Tobacco Worth $700,000 Gathered. 


HAVANA, March 14.—In the District of 
Vinales, Province of Pinar del Rio, to- 


bacco to the value of $700,000 has already 
been gathered. The other large estates 
have not been harvested. 


PRINCE BISMARCK’S BEER. 


A Special Brew Which Must Reach 
Him by April 1. 


Among the articles which were placed 
aboard the North German Lloyd steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse yesterday was 
a box of beer addressed to “ Prince Otto 
von Bismarck, Friederichsruh, Germany.” 
There is an additional label on the box 
to the effect that the beer must reach its 
destination by April 1.

The report that J. M. Ceballos of this city, 
one of Spain’s recently appointed Com- 
missioners to negotiate a commercial treaty 
with the United States, and general agent 
in this country of the Compania Transat- 
lantica Espefiola, had suggested to President 
McKinley and to Secretary Quesada of the 
Cuban delegation a new plan of autonomy, 
amounting in all but name to independence, 
brought out @ new declaration of the unal-

that will give us peace at an early date with 
honor for all concerned.”’ 

Little interest was felt at the Junta as 
to whether Mr. Ceballos was acting under 
instructions or with.the sanction of the 
Spanish Government. The belief was ex- 
pressed that, had the Cubans consented and 
the President approved the scheme, Spain 
would have been glad to avail herself of it, 
and that the plan should have been sug- 

ested a | so eminent a representative of 
Spanish mterests was deemed a further 
proof of Spain’s weakness. 

Gen. Tomas Estrada Palma, the Cuban 
delegate, when seen yesterday at the head- 
quarters of the Cuban Junta, 56 New 
Street, said: 

““ We will not consider any proposition for 
a settlement of the war, unless it be based 
upon the absolute independence of Cuba. 
We are willing to pay Spain an- indemnity 
of not more than $100,000,000. If this is not 
satisfactory to Spain we will continue the 
war, Our resources are sufficient to do 
this. I will not receive Sefior Ceballos un- 
less he wants to treat on the basis of abso- 
lute independence.” 

Referring to the report that Spanish 4s 
were selling on the London market at 52%, 
Gen. Palma said: ‘“‘I have recently sdld 
some Cuban bends at 60 per cent.’”’ Gen. 
Palma said that he had not intended to 
make any statement concerning the Cebal- 
los affair. 


Mr. Palma’s Statement. 


‘“‘ But,” said he, ‘‘in view of his denial, I 
have decided, after full consideration, to 
say that Mr. Ceballos saw an intimate 
friend of Mr. Quesada in Washington, to 
whom he said that he had had a conversa- 
tion with President McKinley, submitting 
the proposition published this morning. Mr. 
Quesada simply followed the rule laid down 
in such cases. He refused to discuss with 
Mr. Ceballos any proposition net based on

Whether because of my 
well-known position on this subject or the 
refusal of Mr. Rubens to see him or the 
eer, given to the matter, I have not 
eard from him.”

The question was 
put to him: ‘ Did you see Secretary Ques- 
ada?’ He was able to say ‘No.’ But if 
asked ‘ With whom did you talk?’ it might 
nonplus him. 

“His steamship company would lose its 
transportation business and the carrying of 
the United States mail if there was war. 
The Spanish line has been carrying troops 
and supplies to Cuba. It has been about the 
only creditor that Spain has paid. Sagasta 
is interested in the company to the extent 
of half a million dollars. The Spanish line 
and the Spanish Government officers who 
are interested in it have their own rea- 
sons, aside from national considerations, in 
wishing to avert trouble, even at the ex- 
pense of ‘ independence everything but

We would have no officers left if 
all such lies had been truths instead.” 

Regarding the possibility of a resort to in- 
ternational arbitration on the Maine, in 
case the American and Spanish boards dis- 
agree in their reports and the United States 
none demand for indemnity, Mr. Rubens 
said: 


Hardly Possible to Arbitrate. 


“The question of national honor enters 
largely into the question, and it is improb- 
able that any nation would consent to sub- 
mit such a question to arbitration. Further- 


more, a national vessel enjoys peculiar 
privileges, closely allied to those of a Min- 
ister or Ambassador. Among these are 
those of extra territoriality or guarantee 
of security and inviolability while in foreign 
territory. 

“All nations are held responsible for the 
safety of diplomatic representatives and na- 
tional property. Suppose that at a time of 
extraordinary excitement in Madrid, arising 
out of our relations with Spain, a moderate 
guard had been placed around the residence 
of our Minister, and that a mob, despite 
resistance offered by this guard, should 
succeed in killing Minister Woodford, would 
we not hold Spain accountable? Would we 
be content to submit the question to arbi- 
tration? 

“That the majority of Spaniards both in 
Spain and Cuba resented the presence of 
the Maine in the harbor of Havana is no- 
torious; it was made public not only through 
the press but by means of warnings and 
threats, ve and written. It could not 
have failed to come to the notice of the 
Spanish officials in Havana, in view of the 
censorship and espionage maintained there. 
Ordinary precautions would not be suffi- 
cient, and there is no evidence that even 
ordinary precautions were taken. Yet in 
view of the circumstances Spain should 
have exercised the highest degree of care in 

roviding for the security of the Maine. 
Ehe did not. I do not see how the United 
States can consent to arbitration.” 


DID NOT SPEAK FOR SPAIN. 


Mr. Ceballos Talked with the Presi- 
dent Simply as an American Citizen. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Some angry 
and irrelevant denials were made to-day of 
the report that Juan M. Ceballos of New 
York Saturday laid before the President a 
plan for securing a settlement of the con- 
troversy between the Cuban insurgents and 
Spain, These denials proceeded on the 
ground that Mr. Ceballos had appeared in 
an official capacity, which THE NEw York 
TIMES correctly stated was not the case. It 
also was stated correctly that Mr. Ceballos 
came of his own will, as a private citizen 
of the United States interested greatly in 


there was approval also of his propositions 
among Government officers at Madrid. ¥ 

It is pointed out at the White House and 
at the Spanish Legation that the President 
could not have received a caller who repre- 
sented that he was clothed with authority 
from Spain. The President only a short 
time before had received the accredited rep- 
resentative of Spain. Any official communi- 
cation from that Government necessarily 
would reach the Administration through the 
Department of State, now that the new 
Spanish Minister has been recognized. The 
President would commit a breach of cour- 
ef if he should depart from the custom 
a receive a communication from any 
other Spanish representative except an Am- 

or, who would be the only officer who 
could call upon him in person. When Spain 
has any communication intended for the 
President it must be transmitted, according 
to international law, through the Depart- 
ent of State. _ 

The Spanish’ Minister to-day asked that 
an emphatic denial be made in his name to 
the report that Mr. Ceballos had been in 
Washington as a Commissioner ‘from the 

sh Government to make overtures for 
ho of settlement with the Cuban insur- 

““‘ Sefior Ceballos is not a Commissioner of 
Spain,’’ said the Minister, ‘nor has he any 
authority, directly or indirectly, to speak 
for the Spanish Government. The only per- 
son qualified to speak for Spain in the 
United States is her accredited Minister. I 
wish to make the denial as broad and em- 
phatic as possible.” 

It was explained by the Minister that Mr. 
Ceballos recently had been named by the 
Autonomous Cabinet of Cuba to ansiat in 
framing the proposed commercial treaty be- 
tween the United States and Cuba. This 
was in accordance with the autonomous 
plan by which the Cubans themselves were 
to have control of their tariff affairs. 

But in naming Mr. Ceballos for this work, 
the Minister pointed out, it was designed 
that Mr. Ceballos should assist him as the 
plenipotentiary of Spain. 

Mr. du Bosc, Secretary of the Spanish Le- 
gation, considered the call of Mr. Ceballos 
of little importance. As for the scheme he 
proposed, he said the Cubans had had a 
better one that had been in operation since 
Jan. 1 with good results and with, increas- 
ing acceptability. Mr. du Bosc did not see 
how Mr. Ceballos could have assumed any 
official authority for Spain, as he is an 
American citizen. The legations only knows 
of the visit of Mr. Ceballos by common re- 
port and through the accounts published in 
the newspapers. 

Mr. Quesada, the representative here of 
the Cuban Junta, explained to-day that he 
could not have received Mr. Ceballos with- 
out becoming subject to the condemnation 
of the Cuban Government, which had pro- 
hibited any negotiation with the Spanish 
authorities, except upon the basis of inde- 
pendence, on pain of death. Col. Ruiz, he 
said, had died for venturing into a Cuban 
camp upon such an errand, and Col. Aran- 
guren was sacrificed in retaliation for that 
just punishment of Spanish effort to cor- 
rupt the insurgents. 

It was useless, Mr. Quesada said, for any- 
body to propose any less measure of free- 
dom than absolute independence, and the 
prospect for that was improving every day. 
Persistence by Spain in its mistaken course 
of subjugation by starving the people would 
not postpone long the departure of the 
Spanish forces from Cuba. 


TALE OF WOE FROM KLONDIKE. 


A Pennsylvania Man Says Hungry 
Miners Are Competing with In. 
dians in Carrying Packs, 


READING, Penn., March 14.—J. L. Buck, 
manager of the menagerie at Ringing 
Rocks Park, Montgomery County, Penn., 
who left in January for Seattle, taking 110 
dogs with him to sell to people going into 
the Klondike country, writes home that 
the venture proved a success beyond his 
greatest expectations. The canines he took 
with him were all of breeds accustomed to 


stand hard and rough work in cold cli- 
mates, and Mr. Buck had them well trained 
to draw sleds. 

After disposing of the dogs, he proceeded 
to Skaguay and Dyea. He sends anything 
but encouraging reports concerning the con- 
dition of affairs there. He says that many 
people in the two towns are living the lives 
of tramps, having no money with which to 
buy provisions and pay for lodgings; that 
returning gold seekers seem to have little or 
no gold, and that much sickness was prev- 
alent in the form of pneumonia and pleu- 
risy. Men almost on the verge of starva- 
tion were carrying packs across the pass 
for half a cent a pound, replacing the In- 
dians who ask 35 cents for the same serv- 
ice. Mining outfits could be purchased at

NINTH DISTRICT POLITICS. 


Democratic Committee to Meet to Dis- 
cuss the Advisability of Having 
a New Leader. 


A meeting of the General Committee of 
the Ninth Assembly District has been called 
for to-night at the Pequod Club to consider 
the advisability of a change in the district 
leadership. John C. Sheehan is persona non 
grata to the present rulers of Tammany 
Hall, and the district in consequence is suf- 
fering from a lack of patronage. 

The call for the meeting, it was said yes- 
terday, is signed by 170 of the General 
Committee. The revolt against Mr. Shee- 
han in th- district, if revolt it can be called, 
is led by Thomas P. McEvoy, Charles 
Beardsley, and George W. Gibbons. 

Under the constitution of Tammany, 
should the meeting decide in favor of a 
change, a report to that effect will be made 
to the Tammany Hall Executive Committee, 
a sub-committee will be appointed to inves- 


tigate the trouble in the district, and the 
committee will act on the report of its sub- 
committee. 

In the event of a report favoring a change 
in the district leadership, Mr. Sheehan’s 
seat will be declared vacant and the district 
committee will be instructed to name a new 
executive member. Should such action be 
taken, it has been decided in the district to 
send Mr. McEvoy to the Executive Commit- 
tee as its representative. 

It is not expected, however, that matters 
will be allowed to go so far. Word was 
passed around in Tammany Hall yesterday 
that Senator Platt has taken his hands off 
the Primary Reform bill, and that it will 
become law very shortly. If it does, under 
its provisions Tammany Hall, im common 
with all other political parties,. will have 
to be reorganized from end to end, and Mr. 
Sheehan and some other district leaders 
not entirely acceptable to the powers that 
be will be quietly dropped. 

Among those slated for removal, it is 
said, is Martin Engel of the Eighth Dis- 
trict. ‘*‘ Barney” Rourke, who is backed 
by ex-Mayor Grant, is after the place, and 
can, it is said, with very little outside help 
get a majority of the votes of the district 
committee. It has been decided to leave 
J. J. Martin where he is, not because he 
has completely .made his peace and atoned 
for the past, but because it is not consid- 
ered wise to have too many such men on 
the outside to express their dissatisfaction 
by combining forces. A combination of 
Sheehan, Martin, Gilroy, and others might 
make trouble at a time when it is to Mr. 
Croker’s interest to have perfect harmony 
in the organization. 


Police Commissioner York Wins. 
The Democratic Assembly districts of 
Brooklyn met last evening to elect dele- 


gates to the Democratic General Executive 
Committee. The only fight of any impor- 


tance was in the Eleventh Assembly Dis- : 


trict. Police Commissioner York moved 
that the Chair appoint a committee of ten 
to select the delegates to the General Exec- 
utive Committee. The opposition, headed by 
Thomas M. Byrnes, was beaten badly by a 
vote of 35 to 16. The committee selected 
Commissioner York and ex-Senator John 
McCarty as delegates. The men of the op- 
position declared that they would not give 
up the fight, but push it to the bitter end. 


A FAREWELL TO POLITICS. 


Exx-President Jeroloman Is Disgusted 
With the Thankless Task. 


John Jeroloman, ex-President of the Board 
of Aldermen, bade a formal farewell to pol- 
itical life at the dinner of the lawyers’ sec- 
tion of the Phi Delta Phi, which was held 
at the Marlborough last night. He said: 

“I found that money counts for more 
than merit. I thought that I was rid of 
politics when my term as Civil Justice had 
expired. But when the “ good”’ people be- 
gan their reform campaign, they insisted 
that I accept the nomination for the Presi- 
dency of the Board of Aldermen. They 
would not take ‘“‘ no” for an answer. Fool- 
ishly I accepted. I never made a bigger 
mistake in my life. If I had not taken the 
office I might have come in for some of 
the plums that were scattered around. 

‘““No more politics for me! I am done 
with it. Like every other good American 
citizen who has had anything to do with it, 
I am thoroughly disgusted with it. It is un- 
profitable, it is thankless. It’s the old case 
of ‘The King is dead. Long live the 
King!’ When I was in office they all came 
to me for favors. Now they go to the other 
fellow—I am nobody. 

“You have all embraced an honorable ca- 
reer, and I advise you to stick to it closely. 
Your best friend is your client. Give him 
your best service, and avoid politics. Of 
course, it may help you if you have some 
friend who has receiverships and referees’ 
appointments to give away, but otherwise 
there is nothing in it.”

STARVING IN A PESTHOUSE. 


Smallpox Patients at Middlesboro, 
Ky., Without Food Since Saturday. 
Federal Authorities May Act. 


MIDDLESBORO, Ky., March 14.—Surgeon 
Wertenbaker of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service investigated the situation 
here to-day, and in a report to Washington 
states that there are forty cases of variola, 
twenty-nine suspects in the pesthouse, and 
four hundred suspects quarantined at home. 
Wertenbaker is anxious and willing to ren- 


der Federal assistance, but can only do so 
on invitation of the State Board of Health. 

Dr. ‘McCormack, Chief Inspector of the 
State Board, says he can cope with the 
epidemic, but that the State has no avail- 
able funds. The county refuses to make ap- 
propriations, and the city is bankrupt. 

Dr, McCormack vigorous opposes Fed- 
eral intervention, and proclaims that if the 
county does not render necessary aid he will 
withdraw at once and release the patients 
from the pesthouse. The unfortunate pa- 
tients have been without food since Satur- 
day morning, and hunger is driving them to 
desperation. They have informed the guards 
that if food is not forthcoming they will 
take French leave, 


Ship Ashorc in Half Moon Bay, Cal. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—The ship 
New York, from Hongkong for this port, 
was blown ashore in Half Moon Bay, thirty 
miles south of here, last night; and is now 
high and dry on the beach. Although in- 
tact, the chances of getting her off are very 


slight, and unless the gale abates it is feared 
she will break up. Capt. Peabody and crew 
escaped uninjured. The New York carried 
a cargo of silks and general merchandise 
consigned to D. L. Jones & Co. The cargo 
probably will be saved.

MARGIN RULE FOR MAY WHEAT. 


Directors of the Chicago Board of 
Trade May be Obliged to Take 
Some Action To-day.

Governor Said to be Waiting for 
Reply from Proposed Mem- 
bers of the Commission. 


DEMOCRATS ARE SUSPICIOUS 


Intimate that He Is Delaying Ap- 
pointments Until the Legislat- — 
ure Is Out of the Way—Sen- 
ator Cantor’s Loan Bill. 


ALBANY, March 14.—Nineteen days have 
elapsed since the act “to provide for the 
appointment of a canal investigating com- 
mission and making an appropriation there- 
for,”’ was signed by the Governor and be- 
came law, but the commission has not yet 


been named, 

It was stated at the Executive office to- 
day that the Governor was still waiting to 
hear from certain gentlemen who have been 
invited to serve on the commission before 
announcing their names. Some difficulty is 
being experienced, it is understood, in in- 
ducing men of the standard of character 
and ability the Governor has fixed to give 
the time necessary for the purposes of the 
investigation. 

This éxplantion of the delay does not sat- 
isfy the Democratic politicians, however. 
They intimate that the Governor is playing 
a bold political game in delaying the naming 
of the commission as long as possible. They 
note the talk of the certain adjournment 
of the Legislature by the first day of April 


and predict that the Governor’s scheme is 
not to make public the personnel of the 
commission until it is cut of the way. The 
fact is known that certain advisers of the 
BPxecutive have counseled just this course, 
pointing out that otherwise the minority 
would be certain to critigise the commission 
on the floor, thereby making ee capi- 
tal for themselves and prejudicing its find- 
ings in the minds of the people. 


Must Report by Jane 1, 


The law orders the commission to report 
by June 1. If it is not nasned until after 
the Legislature adjourns, it will have to 
complete its work inside of two months, 
April and May, unless the Governor extends 
the time to July 1, which he may do. This, 


the critics of the canal management think 
an all too short period for the prosecution 
of so important, tedious, and complicated 
a task as a really thorough investigation of 
the $0,000,000 expenditure would be. 

Senator Cantor’s introduction of the bill 
for a fresh loan of $7,000,000 for the canals 
continues to excite comment in view of the 
fact that one of the things the investigat- 
ing commission is deputed to find out is 
‘* whether anv money in excess of that . 
vided by the law of 1895 will be require 
complete the enlargement and Goeeve. 
ment of the canals, and, if so, what 
amount.” 

Mr. Cantor said to-night that he intro- 
duced the bill because he believed it to be 
ee agua to protect the commerce of the 

tate 

‘“‘If the people are not given an oppor- 
tunity this Fall to vote on the question of 
completing the improvement,” he said, ‘it 
cannot be submitted to them before 1900, 
and the appropriation, if voted then, could 
not become available before 1901. That 
would stop all werk on the canals for three 
years, and make what has been done under 
the nine-million-dollar loan worthless.to the 
commerce of the State for that time. 

“TI do not believe the interests of the 
canals should be allowed to suffer in that 
way for any purpose of partisan advantage. 
If the Republicans refuse to support this 
proposition to let the people vote on con- 
tinuing the improvement, they will stamp 
themselves as enemies of the canals and of 
the commercial interests of the State. 

“On the other hand, if the question 1s 
submitted to the people and they vote i$ 
down, it will be a direct vote of want 
confidence in the present Republican Ag 
ministration.”’ 

Mr. Cantor explained that, according to 
the Constitution, a vote on a bond issue 
cannot be submitted to the ople at the 
same time as a Constitutional amendment. 
As several amendments are to submitted in 
1899, the canal loan could not be voted on 
before 1900, unless acted on this year. 


Country Democrats Object. 


The country Democrats, as predicted in 
these dispatches, take issue with Senator 
Cantor’s attitude. Assemblymen Palmer of 
Schoharie and Van Hoesen of Cortland, are 


both opposed to doing anything until the 
investigation is completed. 

Mr. Palmer said to-night: “I certainly 
cannot see the propriety or consistency of 
our demanding an investigation of the nine- 
million-dollar expenditure and at the same 
time asking for $7,000,000 more. Let us 
first see whether any more money is really 
needed before we ask the people to vote 
on it.” 

Mr. Van Hoesen expressed surprise that 
Senator Cantor had seen fit to introduce a 
bill. 

‘*My people are for the canals,’”’ he said, 
‘but my idea of the Democratic position is 
that we should await the report of the in- 
vestigating commission before undertaking 
to provide the extra $7,000,000 supposed to 
be necessary to complete the improvement,” 


Canal Appropriation Favored. 


A meeting of the Canul Committee of the 
Produce Exchange was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon to further the bill in the Legislature 
to appropriate $7,000,000 more for the im- 
provement of the Erie Canal. The commit- 
tee heartily indorsed the measure, and re- 


qu uested the President of the Exchange, 
rank Brainard, to appoint a committee of 
about twenty-five members to go to Albany 
as s00n as possible to urge the poe of 
the bill. The Canal Committee of the Mari- 
time Exchange held a meeting at the same 
time, and decided to defer action until the 
report of the investigating committee on the 
expenditure of the $9,000,000 already appro- 
priated has been made. 


THE NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Republicans to Push a Bill Abolishing

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ANTI-DEPARTMENT STORE BILL, 


Measure Same as that Passed by Leg- 
islature of Illinois to be Intro- 
duced in the Assembly. 
ALBANY, March 14.—Representatives of 
@ merchants’ association in the State 
brought the so-called Anti-Department Store 
bill to the Legislature to-night. Senator 
Martin of New York, who fathered the bill 


last year, declined to introduce it, holding 


that it was too late to do anything with it. 
The bill will be introduced in the Assem- 
bly. 

It is the same as that which last year 
passed the Legislature of Illinois, and which 
provides for regulating department stores 
by providing a graded system and classifi- 
cation of merchandise. The principal di- 
vision is-in groups designated as follows, 
and for which no license is required. 

Group A, dry goods; group B, clothing; 
group C, jewelry; group D, groceriés; group 
E, meat market; group F, wines and spir- 
its; group G, furniture; group H, crockery; 
group I, hardware; group J, books and sta- 
tlonery; group K, drugs; group L, opticians’ 
goods. 

Bach of these groups has numerous sub- 
divisions, as, for instance, the dry goods 
group does not contain men’s furnishing 
goods or hats, but the clothing group does. 

For any other, classification or grouping 
a license is demanded, and there shall be 
no further grouping than those declared in 
Section 3, as follows, and for which a 
license must be obtained: 

First, clothing, hats, and caps; second, 
grocery and market; third, grocery and 
wines; fourth, furniture and carpets; fifth, 


hardware and crockery; sixth, bicycles and 
vehicles; seventh, paints and drugs; eighth, 
athletic and opticians’ goods; ninth, dry 
goods and carpets. 

These oupings last mentioned may be 
made only upon obtaining a license from 
the Mayor and Common Council. Nd other 
grouping of ee kind is allowed under any 
circumstances, a penalty is fixed for 
violations. The ntl is to affect all places 
of 10,000 or more inhabitants, so as not to 
interfere with country stores. 

a premises us for the purpose of 
keep ng for sale and selling of goods, wares, 
and merchandise, at retail or wholesale, in 
violation of the ‘provisions of the act, are 
declared to be a public nuisance, and the 
offender shafl be subject to penalty. 

It shall not be lawful for the Mayor of 
any city to grant a license for the keeping 
of a graded store except upon the payment 
in advance into the treasury of such sums 
as may be determined by the Common Coun- 

cil, not less than $25 per annum, 

ene license shall state the time for which 
it is granted, which shall not exceed one 
year, and shall designate the place in which 
are kept the goods to he sold, and the graded 
plan license shall not be transferable, nor 
shall the person licensed sell any goods, 
wares, or merchandise other than those 
specified. 

The penalties are not less than $5 and not 
more than and confinement in the 
county jail for not less than ope day or 
more than one year, and it sh&all be part 
of the judgment, upon the conviction of the 
keeper, that the place so kept shall be shut 
up until the keeper shall give bonds with 
sufficient security, to be approved by the 
court, in the penal sum of E5000, that he 
will not sell goods, wares, and merchandise 
contrary to the laws of this State. 

Any shift or device to evade the provis- 
fons shall be held to be unlawful, but noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed so as to 
affect manufacturing warehouses, auction- 
eers, or pawnbrokers. 


Department Store Bill in Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 14.—The Board 
of Supervisors this afternoon adopted a bill 
prepared by the Single Line Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, which purposes to govern and re- 
strict the so-called department stores. The 


bill, which is to be introduced in’ the State 
Senate this week, classifies business in 
groups and grades, numbering eighty class- 
es and thirty-six groups, including from one 
to several classes of business. The license 
fees are fixed at $1 for the first group, and 
advance to $100,000 for the eighth and every 
group thereafter. The bill specifically pro- 
vides that $100,000 shall be the limit collect- 
ed as license for conducting business under 
any number of groups. 


AIMS AT FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 


Bill Introduced in the Assembly by 
Mr. Haight of Rochester. 


ALBANY, March 14—A bill that, if 
passed, would abolish all Boards of Fire 
Insurance Underwriters in the State was 
introduced to-night by Mr. Haight, Demo- 
crat, of Rochester. It provides as follows: 

Section 1. It is hereby declared to be un- 
lawful for any person, firm, or corporation 
engaged in the business of writing, solicit- 
ing, or placing insurance against fire to be- 
long to or be connected with any combina- 
tion or association of companies, managers, 
or agents for the purpose of regulating the 
premium to be tharged for the insurance 
of property against fire by any company, 
manager, or agent, or to keep such charge 
up to a certain ndard or scale; and it 


shall be unlawfu r aor person to be en- 
gaged as agent solicitor for any com- 
pany which |} 1ember either itself or 
whose mana: managing agent is a 
member of any association. 

Section 2. It s) unlawful for any in- 
surance comp ng business in this 
State, or for « r, manager, agent, or 
solicitor, to b » any board of under- 
writers or assc n, State or local, that 
has for its pur; ose the prevention of open 
competition of the business of fire insurance 
in any locality of this State. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
company, manager, or agent to require that 
its agents or solicitors of insurance shall 
send their daily reports to any person, per- 
sons, or association for inspection and ap- 
proval, except to the home office of said 
company, or its State agency headquarters, 
and it shall be unlawful for any agent or 
solicitor of insurance to comply with any 
requirement as to the sending of said daily 
reports inconsistent herewith. 

ection 4. Any person offending against 
the provisions of this act shall be guilty of 
6 ee and be punishable accord- 
ngly.

BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST, 


Introduced in Both Houses of the Leg- 
islature. 


ALBANY, March 14.—These bills of spec- 
fal interest to New York were introduced 
in the Senate to-night: 

Senator Grady—Authorizing the credit and 
allowance of the claim of Michael Sheehan 
against the City of New York for his 
reasonable expenses and counsel fees in 
defending himself in his trial as Police 
Captain before the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, the charges of having failed to 
suppress policy shops and lotteries in the 


Twenty-second Police Precinct in the Sum- 
mer of 1896 having been unfounded. 

Senator’ Wieman—Providing that in all 
cases where real property has heretofore 
been condemned for public purposes by mu- 
nicipal corporations and by authority of law 
or otherwise been entered upon or taken pos- 
session of prior to the payment of awards 
therefor made by the Commissioners of Ap- 
praisal, the Controller or other disbursing 
officer of the municipality is directed to 
pay in addition to any award made there- 
for interest at the legal rate to be com- 
puted from the date upon which the mu- 
nicipal corporation took possession of the 
property up to the date of the payment of 
the award, and no receipt for the award or 
any recital therein or in any paper given ifn 
such proceedings shall be deemed to act as 
a waiver of the right to receive said in- 
terest. 

In the Assembly the following bills were 
introduced: 

Mr. Roche—Placing realty associations un- 
der the control of the State Superintendent 
of Banks. 

Mr. Davis—Placing the water front of the 
Wallabout Market lands, in Brooklyn, un- 
der the control of the Dock Department 
and appropriating $400,000 for completing 
the improvement thereof. The bill is in- 
tended, its author explains, to remedy an 
oversight in the charter which neglected to 
transfer these docks to the control of the 
greater city.

Charities for the County of New York was 
sent to the Senate to-night.

Also amending the New York charter 
relative to mechanics’ liens on account of 
public improvements. 

Senator Parsons—To enable towns and cit- 
ies to use the standard automatic voting or 
ballot machines at all elections. 

Mr. Wallace—Amending the New York 
charter relative to the collection of certain 
taxes in the annexed portion of Queens 
County. 

Senator Brush—To aid in the erection of a 
monument to the martyrs who perished in 
the prison ships in New York Harbor dur- 
ing the ag nore re / * 

enator Stranahan—Amending the buildin 
laws of New York City by allowing the 
front exterior of buildings to extend ten in- 
stead of six inches. 


Legislative Notes, 


Senator Brush last night moved to take 
from the table Assemblyman Tiffany’s bill 
to repeal the act providing for a special 
jury in New York and Kings Counties. The 
motion was lost. The bill ts identical with 
one introduced early in the session which 
is still in the Committee on Judiciary, in 
spite of several efforts to have it reported. 


A resolution that he had previously intro- 
duced calling upon Congréss to favor a 
bounty measure for certain of the New 
York Volunteer Militia who went to the 
front in 1861, was called up in the Senate 
last night by Senator Raines, who said he 
considered that the country was as ready 
to remember the men of 1861 as the men 
who were bown_up on the Maine. The 
resolution was adopted, 

The bill introduced in the Senaté by Mr. 
Malby and in the House by Mr. Ives, sad- 
dling on the State the cost of constructing 
reservoirs in the Adirondacks for the benefit 
of certain towns, villages, and persons, will 
not pass in its present form. Messrs. Malby 
and Ives are planning to amend the meas- 
ure so as to meet the objections made to it, 
pending which it has been agreed between 
them to lay it aside. 


RHODE ISLAND DEMOCRATS. 


Daniel Church Is Nominated for Gov- 
ernor in Providence. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 14. — The 
Democratic State Convention which met 
here to-day nominated Daniel Church of 
Tiverton for Governor. Fayette E. Bartlett 
of Burrellville was named for Lieutenant 
Governor, Miles McNamee for Secretary of 


State, George T. Brown of Providence for 
Bttosney General, and Edmund Walker of 
South Kingstown for General Treasurer. 

The platform scored the Republicans for 
the manner in which the business of the 
State has been conducted during the past 
year and condemned proposed action of 
some of the Republicans of the General As- 
sembly in their attempt to do. away with the 
ten-hour law. 
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HILDA PETERSEN IN COURT. 


She Pleads Not Guilty—District Attore= 
ney Youngs on the Enormity 
of Her Crime, , 


ROCKVILLE 6ENTRE, L. I., March 14.~ 
A large crowd of people assembled near the 
railroad station this morning, awaiting the 
arrival of Hilda Petersen, the self-confessed 
murderess of her child, from the Queens 
County Jail. They were considerably dis- 
appointed, as she was hurried into the 
courtroom, and the building was too small 
to hold the people. 

Constable Joseph Shelley preferred the 
charge of murder, and District Attorney 
Youngs read his affidavit accusing her of 
murdering a baby in Rockville Centre, be- 
lieved to be her daughter. 

The prisoner's relatives decided to employ 
Emanuel Friend to defend her, and Mr, 
Friend designated Lawyer Wallace, who en- 
tered a plea of not guilty for the prisoner 
and waived examination. Hilda was then 
returned to Long Island City, where she 


will await the action of the Grand Jury. 
She said she wanted to get out of Queens 
County Jail, as she fears she will be killed 
there. The inquest has been set for Thurs- 
day afternoon here. 

District Attorney William J. Youngs of 
Queens County this afternoon gave out the 
following statement concerning the case: 

“The killing of a little. girl oe Hilda Peter- 
sen I regard as one of the most atroctous 
crimes which has ever been committed in 
Queens County. All the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case point to one conclusion: 
the woman was bad, and should meet the 
full penalty prescribed by law for murder. 
There is a certain sympathy which hereto- 
fore has gone out to women accused of 
such crime, but such sympathy is entirely 
misplaced. People do not realize the great 
enormity of the crime or the frequency with 
which it occurs. 

‘*In the past six weeks more than thirty 
eases of infanticide have been brought to 
light and reported in the newspapers. From 
its proximity to the great city. ‘Queens 
County is the ‘natural place for women of 
this character to dispose of their murdered 
offspring, and I am glad that this crime has 
been so quickly discovered and the perpe- 
trator so quickly apprehended. Already 
some pressure has been brought to bear 
seeking to have the Petersen woman accept 
a plea of murder in the second degree, but 
no such plea shall be accepted. I shall en- 
deavor ‘to place the facts so heteen the 
Grand Jury that they will indict for murder 
in the first degree, and I-shall, if she is in- 
dicted, try her for that crime. vs have 
good furors im Queens County, and I think 
she will without a doubt be convicted.” 


MRS. BEACH-ROGERS’S SANITY. 


Her Son Testifies Regarding Pictures 
of Her Spiritual Guides, 


In the examination of Mrs. Harriet B. 
Beach-Rogers as to her competency to man- 
age the affairs of her estate that was re- 
sumed yesterday afternoon before a Sher- 
iff’s jury, Dr. William Zineman of Philadel- 
phia, who is examining for the petitioners, 
her children, testified that he attended Rog- 


ers at the Continental Hotel, Philadelphia, 
in November last. Rogers was suffering 
from nervous prostration, and two women 
were with him, but the witness was unable 
to identify Mrs. Beach as one of the women. 

Frederick C, Beach, a son, testified that 
his father, Alfred E. Beach, had owned 
property in New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut, the income from which 
amounted to $53,000. 

He said that in his mother’s room there 
were fifteen pictures of persons whom she 
believed were her spiritual guides, and she 
wrote their history in a diary. She went to 
Europe in 1895, and declined to return, al- 
though asked to several times during the 
year. His father died on Jan. 1, 1896, and 
she returned on Jan.’ 6, just in time to at- 
tend the funeral. Then she lived in Harlem 
with a Mrs. Woodhouse until she again 
went to Europe. 

Mrs. Beach’s diary was submitted to the 
jury to decide as to whether the entries 
were those of a sane woman, and Mr. Ham- 
ilton submitted a draft of the will of Alfred 
B. Beach that divided his estate between 
his son and daughter, subject to the right 
of Mrs. Beach to a third of the afnual ins 
come during her life.

‘meetings in this city for twenty-two years 
"gay that they have not seen such gather- 
4ngs of people since his revivals in 1876. Mr. 
‘Moody himself expressed surprise at the 
tremendous size of the two audiences that 
“went to hear him on Sunday, and he was 
not less astonished by the big crowds that 
thronged the hall all day yesterday. In 
spite of its being a weekday, the crowd was 
Jarger than any audience that heard him at 
Carnegie Hall or Cooper Union. It varied 
from 1,200 at the prayer meeting at 10 A. M. 
to 5,000 or 6,000 at night. There was a 
steady increase throughout the twelve 
hours of services. 

The singing was again made a special 
feature of the meeting. In the morning 
Prof. J. H. Burke and F. H. Jacobs sang a 
duet, “‘ Pray, Brother, Pray,’’ and the choir 
gang with special ardor under the direction 
of Prof. Burke and Prof. D. B. Towner. At 
night Prof. Towner sang “‘ Homeland” as a 
solo, with fine effect. The Mount Hermon 


Quartet from Northfield also took part in 
the service of song. 

Among those who assisted Mr. Moody dur- 
ing the day were the Rev. Dr. A. C. Dixon, 
the Rev. J. . Chapman of Philadelphia, 
the Rev. H. M. Wharton of Baltimore, and 
the Rev. C. I. Scofield of Northfield. 

Mr. Chapman preached at 11 A. M. on the 
question of Pilate: ‘‘ What shall I do, then, 
with Jesus which is called Christ? He 
said that Pilate came near to the truth and 
to being classed with Joseph of Arimathea 
and Nicodemus. In a book entitled “* Let- 
ters from Hell,” he said, Pilate is represent- 
ed as washing his hands in a running 
stream and asking when they would ever 

et clean. He had started washing his 

ands when he delivered Jesus to the Jews, 
and has been washing them in vain ever 
since. 


Co-Workers with God. 


Mr. Moody took charge of the services 
at 3 P. M. Before he began his talk he 
told a number of stories about remarka- 
ble conversions that had come about un- 
der his own preaching, or that he knew of 
personally. He began by saying: 

“It is a small matter to get out here 
thousands of persons who are not Chris- 
tians. The thing is to go and get them 
out. I have been requested to hold special 
meetings for women and children, but I 
think our arrangements are adequate. All 
can come in here if the good people will 
go out and bring them. Let us be co-work- 
ers with God. 

“When I was conducting a_ series of 
meetings in England, there was a man liv- 
ing in India who had a son in London about 
‘whose salvation he was deeply alarmed. He 
came all the way from India to bring that 
boy to my meetings. When they came, 
father and son sat on the front seat. The 
old man brought his boy up where he could 
hear every word. Before the service was 
over the boy was converted. 

“Sometimes a change of scene has its 
effect. There was a man in Belfast whose 
s0n was unconverted, and nothing seemed 
to move his heart. Finally the father car- 
ried him to Dublin, and he found Christ 
there.”

Nobody Worries Over Lost Souls. 


““We think a great deal of physical loss,” 
he said, ‘‘ but little of the loss of souls. 
I am very greatly cast down this after- 
moon because I have just learned one of 
my lifelong friends has lost his health; and 
yet his hope of immortality is bright. Op- 


osite my hotel there is an infirmary where 
here are little children who are incurable. 
When we think of them, and of the halt 
and lame and blind, it makes us sad, and 
zet there is a world in which these eed 

eformed ones may have perfect and glori- 
fied bodies. The disappearance of Charley 
Ross some years ago threw the whole coun- 
oT, into gloom. It worked upon the sensi- 
bilities of the entire country. And yet it 
Was but one child in thousands and thou- 
sands of children. How much sorrow do 
you hear over the loss of countless thou- 
sands of human souls? And yet tHe soul 
is more than the body. No one worries 
over the souls. They go down by the 
thousand daily and it doesn’t seem to grieve 
anybody very deeply. 

“People don’t worry much about thei®@ 
Own souls. They don’t seem eager to find 
Christ. It isn’t hard to find Him. If you 
seek for salvation as you do for gold you 
would be in the kingdom of heaven on earth, 
Suppose you went about searching for sal- 


' vation as eagerly as the people in the Klon- 


dike are searching for gold, don’t you think 
you would find Him? 

“TI once saw a lame man on the street 
with a book under one arm and leaning up 
against the wall. As I approached he was 
lazily swinging his foot, and kept it up 
while I talked to him. 

*** My friend,’ said I, ‘do you want to be 
a Christian?’ ‘I haven’t got no objection,’ 
he replied, and kept on swinging his foot. 

Laughter.] You haven’t got no objection,

Letting Christ Do All the Seeking. 


“Some of you are letting Christ do all the 
seeking. You must seek Christ as well as 
let Christ seek you. Have you ever thought 
that it was the one lost sheep that troubled 
the shepherd’s heart? He leaves the nine- 
ty-nine in the fold and goes out to look for 


the one that has strayed away. Do you 
remember the story of the woman who had 
‘ten pieces.of silver and lost one, and how 
she laid aside everything and got a broom 
and swept until she found it?

E. 0. CHAMBERLIN IS ILL. 


The Managing Editor of The Evening 
World Has Brain Fever from 
Overwork. 


Prnest O. Chamberlin, managing editor of 
The Evening World, is lying at his home, 
at Edgewater, N. J., suffering from a severe 
attack of brain fever, said to have been 
caused by overwork in the discharge of his 
editorial duties. The numerous daily edi- 
tions of the paper issued since the Maine 
disaster, giving the different phases and de- 
velopments of the war scare, have called 
for the almost unremitting attention of Mr. 
Chamberlin. It was known that he was 
wearing out his strength by remaining at 
his desk not only during the day, but dur- 
ing a greater part of the night. 

The first manifestation of illmess was 
made at 6 o’clock last Saturday evening, 
when Mr. Chamberlin caused to be printed 
an edition of The Evening World with big 
headlines, announcing that war had been 
declared upon Spain by the United States. 
The headlines were followed by a two-line 
dispatch, stating simply that the United 
States gunboats Bancroft and Helena had 
been ordered home from Lisbon. The edi- 
tion got on the streets, but was quickly 
suppressed. Mr. Chamberlin had in the 
meantime hurriedly summoned the entire 
editorial and mechanical staff of the paper 
to the office. His associates, realizing that 
he was seriously ill, prevailed upon him to 
go home. 

On Sunday morning, however, he returned 
to the office and ordered a page of war news 
to be cabled from London. Joseph Pulitzer, 
the proprietor of The World, was notified, 
and he promptly gave Mr. Chamberlin $500 
and peremptorily ordered him away from the 
office on a month’s vacation. He returned 
to his home, and his illness developed into 
brain fever during Sunday night. It was 
stated at the office of The World last night 
that Mr. Chamberlin’s physicians held out 
hopes for his recovery. Foster Coates has 
been transferred from the morning to the 
evening edition of the paper as managing 
editor. 


COTTON EXCHANGE MEETING. 


The Members to Vote To-morrow on 
a By-Laws Amendment. 


The Board of Managers of the New York 
Cotton Exchange held a meeting yesterday 
and decided to submit the folowing amend- 
ment to the by-laws, defining causes for 
suspension, to be voted upon to-morrow by 
the members of the Exchange. 

For the publishing, or permitting to be pub- 
lished in his own name or that of his firm, in 
newspapers, circulars, or otherwise, any adver- 
tisement which directly or indirectly refers to 
the Exchange or the membership therein of such 
member, or any member of his firm, and con- 
tains any misstatement of facts, or request for 
money to be sent as margin for operating on 
discretionary orders, or any other matter which 
shall tend to bring discredit upon the Exchange, 
or which shall be disapproved by a majority of 
the Board of Managers after an opportunity has 
been given to the member to be heard. 


FRENCH COUPLE CAN’T LAND. 


The Pitiful Story of a Young Woman 
on La Normandie. 


The French liner La Normandie, which ar- 
rived here yesterday, brought with her two 
passengers who will be sent back by the 
immigration authorities. They are Adele 
Wolf, twenty-two years old, and Charles 
Chupat, five years older. 

The story Miss Wolf tells is that she met 
Chupat two days before La Normandie 
sailed. He represented himself to her as 
being rich, and told her that he would mar- 
ry her if she would come to America with 
him. She consented, and they embarked in 
the steerage as husband and wife. 

When two days out the couple had a 
quarrel, and Chupat told the girl that he 
would not marry her. She raised a dis- 
turbance at this and attracted the atten- 
tion of some of the passengers in the first 
cabin, to whom she.told her story. They 
raised a purse and provided her with quar- 
ters in the second cabin.

Talk of.an Electric Line from Port- 
land to Boston—Wérk of a Syn- 
dicate Operating in Maine. 

BRUNSWICK, Me., Maroh 14.—An elec- 
tric railroad syndicate has secured control 
of a number of the electric railroads in this 
State. The syndicate is interested in the 
scheme to have an electric line from Port- 
land, Me., to Boston, and it is predicted 
that within three years an electric road will 
be in operation between those cities, Some 
of the men interested in this syndicate are 
interested also in the Portsmouth, miteery 
and York Beach Electric Railroad, whi 
has just won a signal victory in the munic- 
ipal election at Portsmouth, N. H. 

It is predicted that the ambitious schemes 
of the syndicate will fee a great 
railroed war in New land. It is be- 
lieved the Boston and maine Railroad will 
fight the syndicate. 

e syndicate recently bought the Lewis- 
ton and Auburn Street Railway, and in the 
Spring will build an electric line from Lew- 
iston to this place and from here to Bath, 
Me. The power house for all the lines in 
this vicinity will be located at Brunswick. 
It is stated that the syndicate has been of- 
fered a large sum for the charters of the 
routes to be built, and that the offer has 
been refused. 


READING REORGANIZATION. 


Plan of the Committee of First Mort- 
gage Bondholders. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., March 14.—The 
Philadelphia, Reading and New Bngland 
Railroad Company first mortgage bond- 
holders’ committee has prepared for sub- 
mission to the holders of the securities a 
plan and agreement of reorganization of the 
property. ; 

It is proposed to foreclose the present first 
mortgage and to create and issue new se- 


curities; the lease of the Hartford and Con- 
necticut Western Railroad to remain undis- 
turbed; the lease of the Dutchess County 
Railroad to be retained only upon the re- 
duction of the rate of interest upon the 
bonds of that company to 4% per cent. 
Provision is made for the construction of a 
branch line to or near Springfield, Mass. 
Assessments will be required to be paid as 
follows: 

Upon the series “ A” bonds, 10 per cent.; 
upen the series “B’’ bonds, 8 per cent., 
and upon the common stock, 2% per cent., 
for which payments the new first mortgage 
bonds will be given at par.

SARATOGA, N. Y., March 14.—Supreme 
Court Justice S. A. Kellogg of Plattsburg 
has granted the Adirondack Railway Com- 


pany’s application to condemn lands and 
extend its right of way from North Creek, 
Warren County, through the lands owned 
by the Indian River Company, at Indian 
Lake, Hamilton County. The Adirondack 
Railway is leased and controlled by the 
Delaware and Hudson Company. 


Detroit-Toledo Electric Road, 


CHICAGO, March 14.—A new air line 
from Detroit to Toledo is to be built. Work 
on it has begun, and it is expected that it 
will be finished not later than Sept. 1, 


though trains may be running over it some 
time in August. While the road is to be 
built after the most approved pattern of 
steam roads, it will be operated by elec- 
tricity. John C. Schaffer of Chicago is the 
organizer of the scheme, and has capital- 
ists from Chicago, Pittsburg, and Detroit 
interested with him. The road will cost, in- 
cluding construction and equipment, about 
$500,000. 


MEDICAL EXPERT WITNESSES. 


Dr. F. X. Dercum’s Lectures on the 


Subject Before the Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence, 


Dr. F. X. Dercum, professor of nervous 
diseases in Jefferson Medical College, Phil- 
adelphia, lectured before the Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence in the Academy of 
Medicine last night on ‘‘ Expert Evidence 
from the Standpoint of the Witness.”’ 

Dr. Dercum said that, in his opinion, the 
abuses which arose from calling medical ex- 


pert witnesses by both sides in court cases 
could be lessened if the trial Judge should 
be empowered to call a medical expert, not 
as a witness, but simply to assist the Court, 
upon whom the Judge could rely to en- 
lighten him as to the correctness of the 
scientific facts asserted by the experts callea 
by the prosecution and defense, This ‘ court 
expert’s’’ functions should be limited, said 
the speaker, to answering questions of sci- 
entific facts, and it should not be his duty to 
answer questions concerning the opinions of 
witnesses, 

Dr. Dercum deplored the fact that in- 
competent experts were often ‘“ foisted 
upon’”’ a jury, and said the Court should 
determine by questions the qualifications of 
an expert witness. He criticised the man- 
ner in which hypothetical questions are 
often put to expert witnesses, and said that 
lawyers often did not realize that scientific 
and legal truths did not always correspond. 
He criticised the expert witnesses them- 
selves because they were sometimes biased 
and because they were often ignorant of the 
nature of evidence. 


CALMLY ASKED FOR $3,000,000. 


A Young Woman Gives County Treas- 
urer Phipps a Surprise. 


A well-dressed young woman who de- 
scribed herself as Mrs. Joseph Dwyer of 
245 Cornelia Street, Astoria, created con- 
siderable excitement yesterday afternoon 
in the office of County Treasurer Charles 


Phipps in Long Island City. She said that 
she had called to demand the $3,000,000 de- 
posited by the Empress of Russia for her, 
and asked that Mr. Phipps make up ‘the 
amount as soon as possible. 

Treasurer Phipps was seated on a stool, 
and when the modest request was made of 
him he nearly fell off his seat. Thinking 
that Mrs. Dwyer might have some machine 
to throw at him, he humored her and in- 
vited: her into his private office, where he 
was much relieved to discover that she 
carried no weapors. The woman said that 
she wanted the arrest of two women whom 
she called ‘*‘ Anarchists,’’ and who, she said, 
were persecuting her. Detective Kelly was 
in the building, and he took the woman into 
custody. She converses fluently in Russian, 
French, and German, and can talk Latin as 
well as German. She appears to be French. 


BRAVE LIFE SAVERS REWARDED 


Capt. Randle of the St. Louis and His 
Crew Receive Cups and Money. 


Capt. Randle and the officers and crew 
of the steamer St. Louis of the American 
Line were yesterday recipients of hand- 
some testimonials in recognition of their 
bravery in rescuing the Captain, crew, and 
passengers of the Holland-America Liner 


Veendam, which went down in midocean 
recently. 

The presentation was made on board the 
St. Louis at her dock. August William 
H. Vandentoorn, in behalf of the Holland- 
America Line, in a brief address presented 
to Capt. Randle a large silver cup, suitably 
engraved. First Officer F. S. Segrave, Sec- 
ond Officer T.-S. Beckwith, and Extra 
Second Officer H. R. Campbell each re- 
ceived a similar silver cup. Every member 
of the crew who was engaged in the rescue 
received a sum of money in a sealed en- 
velope. 

The Life-Saving Benevolent Association 
presented gold medals to Capt. Randle and 
to each of the three officers and money to 
the men of the crew. The International 
Navigation Company gave Capt. Randle 
or to each of the three officers $100, and 

25 or $380 to each of the crew, according to 
his term of service. 

Capt. Randle, in returning thanks for him- 
self and men, remarked: ‘*Events are 
transpiring now in this country which may 
lead us into war, and we may be called — 
to sacrifice life in defense of our country.

Work Done and Money Earned in 
1897—Electric Car and Bicycle 
: Developnrent. 

WASHINGTON, March’ 14—The annual 
report of the Commissioner of Patents for 
1897, laid before Congress to-day, shows 
that during the calendar year there were 
‘received 45,061 applications for patents, and, 
in addition, a lafge number of applications 
for designs, trade marks, &c. Patents 
granted amounted to 23,729, including de- 
signs. Sixty-five patents were reissued, and 
1,671 ‘trade marks, 14 labels, and 16 prints 
were registered. The: number of patents 
that expired was 12,926. ‘The total ex- 
penditures were $1,122,848. Receipts over 
expenditures were $252,798. The total bal- 
ance to the credit of the Patent Office in 
the Treasury of the United States on Jan. 
1, 1898, was $4,971,438. 

In proportion to population, more patents 
were issued to citizens of Connecticut than 
to those of any other State—1 to every 786 
inhabitants. Next in order are Massachu- 
setts, District of Columbia, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, and New York. To residents 
of England 706 patents were issued; to 
residents of Germany, 551; Canada, 286, 
and France, 222. The number of applica- 
tions received for examination during the 
year were greater than for any other in 
the history of the office. ' 

The report urges the necessity for the 
establishment of a patent bar, as a measure 
of protection to the inventor. An earnest 
a was made during the year to cor- 
rect abuses which have arisen, and several 
attorneys whose operations, the report says, 
savored of confidence games, by which the 
unwary and unlearned lost their money, 
were disbarred, ° 

The use of electricity for power purposes 
is treated at. some length. It has found 
its most notable development, the report 
says, in the electric railway. The first 
electric street railway in the United States 
was put in oo a little more than ten 
years ago. In 1880 of the 2,500 road miles 
of street railway in the United States near- 
ly all used animal power.

FOREIGN HELP FOR COSTA RICA. 


Money and Other Aid Offered in the 
Event of War with Nicaragua— 
Large Sumas for the Injured. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Sefior Calvo, 
the Minister of Costa Rica, has received 
letters showing that the pending difficulties 
between Costa Rica and Nicaragua have 
caused patriotic expressions from the for- 
eign colonies residing in Costa Rica. These 
colonies have offered to the Costa Rican 
Government either their money or aid of 
some kind in the defense of the country, 
tendering sums of money for the relief of 
the wounded and the families of the killed 
in case war cannot be avoided. 

The Press of Costa Rica just received at 
the legation contains many expressions of 
high appreciation and gratitude on the part 
of the Costa Rican Government and people 
for the patriotic and generous action of the 
French, American, German, Spanish, Eng- 
lish, Chilean, Colombian, Italian, and Dan- 
ish colonies. 

The Spanish colony, at a meeting held in 
the Spanish Casino at San José, resolved 
to create by subscription a fund to be de- 
voted to the aid of the invalids, orphans and 
widows that may result from the war, and 
the collections taken up amgunted to $20,- 
000, which sum a short time after was 
swelled to more than $30,000. 

The German colony determined to main- 
tain at its own cost a field hospital under 
the flag of the Red Cross, at once appro- 
priating the sum of $15,000 to the object, 
without prejudice to increasing the amount 
to the extent the necessities may demand. 

Citizens of the United ‘States residing in 
Costa Rica came forward with equal 
promptness, one of them, Mr. James G. 
Bennet, personally placing at the’ disposal 
of the Government $60,000. 

The following resolutions were adopted by 
citizens of the United States: 

The North American colony, assembled pur- 
suant to the call based upon the extraordinary 
conditions now confronting the country, hereby 
place upon record, that, 

Whereas, The American colony residing in Costa 
Rica sincerely deplores the present situation 
created by a threatened war with the sister re- 
public of Nicaragua; and, 

Whereas, The nations occupying the highest 
place in the policy and civilization of the world 
now submit their most difficult disagreements to 
friendly arbitration, thereby avoiding the horrors 
of war, with its natural train of loss of life and 
of commercial interests; and, * 

Whereas, It desires that all honorable measures 
be taken to prevent the shedding of blood by 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua; therefore be it 

Resolved, To appeal to their Minister resident, 
the Hon. W. H. Merry, requesting him to exert 
all his influence with the Governments of Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua to the end that a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the questions pending between 
the two republics may be reached; 

Resolved, Further to express its heartfelt gsym- 
pathy for the people of Costa Rica in this crisis, 
and its entire confidence in the skill and ability 
of its Government to bring about an honorable 
one getistactory settlement of the present diffi- 
culties; 

Resolved, Finally, in case of inevitable war 
between the two nations to sincerely offer to the 
Government of Costa Rica all the pecuniary as- 
sistance within its power, and the personal serv- 
ices of each of its members to the extent that his 
—e as a citizen of the United States will per- 
mit. 

These resolutions will be plaeed in the 
hands of the President of the Republic by 
the committee appointed for the purpose.

OUR HEADLESS STATE DEPARTMENT. 

We printed the other day a letterfrom 
a@ leading firm in Wall Street quoting a 
remark from their London correspondent 
that public sympathy in England was en- 
tirely with us, but adding: ‘“‘ Much, how- 
ever, depends upon your support of our 
policy of free ports in China. Tell your 
papers this.” 

Our readers can scarcely need to be re- 
minded that one of our papers does not 
need to be “ told this.”” Upon the semi-offi- 
cial promulgation of the British policy 
Tue Times said, Jan. 4: ‘‘ When the State 
Department receives official notice of the 
British declaration, the Administration 
will do an injustice to the interests and 
to the sentiments of this country if it 
does not return, along with its acknowl- 
edgment, an assurance that the position 
of Great Britain receives the entire and 
hearty approval of the United States.” 
We have several times recurred to the 
necessity of backing up Great Britain in 
China, not on account of any complica- 
tions with any European power, but sim- 
ply because Great Britain in fighting her 
own battle in the Far East was also 
fighting ours. Yet the first semi-official 
giving out of the State Department ‘was 
the assurance that American interests 
were not threatened by the procedures of 
Russia and Germany in China. This as- 
surance was the expression of complete 
ignorance. Those who knew anything 
about the matter and were able to take 
an intelligent view, either commercial or 
political, of our interests in China were 
of a very different opinion. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce memorialized the Gov- 
ernment to protect the interests which 
the Government had declared were not 
threatened, and the State Department, 
thus instructed, promised to look into the 
matter. Mr. OLNEY, the last head the 
State Department has had, was so fully 
alive to the necessity of our combining 
our moral force with that of Great Brit- 
ain that he made it the text of an ad- 
dress at Harvard. The State Depart- 
ment, the official organ of the United 
States in its foreign relations, displayed 
ignorance and apathy about our com- 
mercial interests abroad, the danger to 
which was pointed out by private citi- 
zens and public journals. 

Now we are in a situation in which the 
good will of England is of great impor- 
tance to us, no matter what the outcome 
may be, and in some contingencies may 
be of the very greatest. A declaration 
now of approval of the British policy in 
the Far East would be of much less ef- 
fect than it would have been two months 
ago, because we now have an evident 
motive for making it, apart from our in- 
terests in the Far East itself. Our inter- 
ests in the Far East should have sufficed 

» to make us dcknowledge that Great Brit- 
ain had made herself the champion of 
them in asserting her-own much greater 


interests there, If the State Department 
had not been in commission then, such an 
assurance would have been made in the 
most public and formal way. It has been 
delayed, and is still delayed, because the 
State Department is still in commission. 
The President should distinctly under- 
stand that,consideration for private feel- 
ings must give way to considerations of 
the public good, and that the headless 
State Department is a handicap which 
his Administration can no longer afford 
to carry. 


SOME MISCONCEPTIONS. 

There is plenty of room for misunder- 
standing on both sides of the Cuban 
question. The “on to Havana” party 
and the newspapers that pander to their 
passion for gore misapprehend many 
things, including some of the fundamen- 
tal principles of human morality and 
civilization. But men who are arrayed 
with the party of peace may seriously 
misconceive the facts of the present sit- 
uation and so“fail altogether to under- 
stand the considerations which control 
the action of the Government. The letter 
which we print below is evidence of this 
kind of misconception: 


To the Editor of Thé New York Times: 

In a recent editorial article entitled ‘‘A 
Clear Conscience’ you say, ‘‘ Heaven Knows 
and the world also knows that we have let

Now this is just where I 
would like to ask a little enlightenment. 
Our sensational press has been feeding the 

ublic with accounts of the outrages and 
nsults heaped upon us by Spain, and the 
more conservative sheets by inferences lead- 
ing their readers to think that she really 
has committed crimes upon us Tee 
our SASS SES in the Cuban struggle an 
visiting upon her drastic punishment. Will 
you be kind enough to tell me what Spain 
has done to warrrant all this war talk and 
these daily insults to her? If my memory 
serves me correctly, when we were engaged 
in a deadly stru gle with a section of our 
own country, and our national life hung in 
the balance, Spain was one of the European 
nations thoroughly friendly, and one that 
at no time showed any material sympathy 
to the section in arms against the Govern- 
ment, and notwithstanding the proximity of 
Cuba and its great vantage ground for 
fitting out expeditions to run supplies into 
the section in rebellion, little, if any, of this 
was done,Spain guarding her coast in amost 
effective manner, the blockade-running bust- 
ness being left to our English cousins at 
Nassau and Bermuda. I am satisfied that 
our Government is honestl trying to pre- 
vent the departure of expeditions from this 
country to Cuba carrying men and arms to 
the insurrectionists, but we do know that it 
is from here they are receiving their sup- 
plies, and strikes me that, now the tables 
are turned and Spain is trying to suppress 
a rebellion in one of her provinces, she 
and not the United States has the right to 
complain of these unfriendly acts, and that 
they are a casus belli; and yet I cannot 
recollect that Spain has ever made any 
such threats. 

We are told that in the cause of humanity 
we should interfere and put a — to the 
terrible slaughter and suffering. nterfer- 
ence means war. Now, these persons who 
are howling for interference and doing their 
best to plunge this country into the hor- 
rors of war should remember that the suf- 
fering and sorrow would not all fall on 
Spain; it would be very quickly brought 
home to us in the homes robbed by death 
in battles of loved ones and hospitals 
crowded with the maimed and dying. I 
wonder how much sympathy they have 
reserved for these? 

Another thing: Why should our sym- 

pathies be so much more strongly aroused 
for the Guban insurgents than for the poor, 
helpless Armenian who has been and is 
to-day being butchered in cold blood by one 
of the vilest of nations? Why not take 
Turkey by the throat and say this must 
stop? It can’t be because other nations 
might call a halt; oh, no. This t Yankee 
ae could lick the world th one hand 
tied. 
I trust that you may be willing to en- 
lighten me in regard to the great wrongs 
that this country has suffered at the hands 
of ‘Spain. 8. -A:'a. 


It is not what Spain has doné, but 
what she has not done that constitutes 
our grievance. If she had put down the 
insurrection in Cuba promptly and ef- 
fectually, even if with cruel measures, 
we should have had no legal ground nor 
any sufficient moral ground for inter- 
ference. We may pity the subjects of a 
tyrant, but the internal affairs of the 
tyrant’s realm are legally no concern of 
ours so long as we are not molested, in- 
jured, or put in peril by them. But Spain 
has altogether failed to suppress the in- 
surgents, and the continuance of disorder 
in the island both injures and threatens 
us. We lose a large and profitable trade, 
we are obliged to maintain a costly pa- 
trol to prevent the departure of armed 
expeditions from our shores to aid the 
insurgents, and the natural and inevita- 
ble sympathy of our people with the Cu- 
bans and their horror of the atrocities 
daily committed in carrying on the war- 
fare and of the suffering from starva- 
tion and want due to its continuance 
give rise to excitement and disturbance 
here which do not diminish and threaten 
to become dangerously greater. This 
unrest among our own people is not a 
subject either of approval or of censure 
by the Government. It is a political fact 
of which it is bound to take notice and 
upon which it must act if it becomes suf- 
ficiently grave. 
reckon with human nature. 

So, if we get into a war with Spain it 
will not be because she “‘ has committed 
crimes upon us’’—unless it shall be dis- 
covered that she destroyed the Maine, 
which is too preposterous for belief—but 
because she has a revoited colony so 
near our coast that the disorder there 
threatens our peace and security, and 
she is unable to maintain a Government 
in the colony. Upon that state of fact 
rests our right of intervention. The 
friendliness of Spain to us during the 
civil war has no bearing on the case. 

The sale and shipment of arms, sup- 
plies, and munitions of war to the Cuban 
fMmsurgents are not “unfriendly acts.” 
Our merchants and manufacturers have 
a right to sell merchandise to whoever 
will buy. If the buyer of rifles and am- 
munition chooses to ship his purchases 
to Cuba at his own risk of capture by 
the Spanish, the Government at Madrid 
has no cause of complaint. Armed and 
organized expeditions or ships equipped 
for fighting we do not allow to leave our 
shores if we can help it. The fact that 
they are all the time trying to leave our 
shores, forcing us to maintain a coast 
guard against our own citizens, is one of 
the chief reasons for our dissatisfaction 
with the state of things in Cuba. 

A desire to put a stop to slaughter and 
suffering does not alone justify our in- 
terference in Cuba, and gives us no right 
to meddle with the affairs of Armenia. 
Save as they affect the interests of our 
own people or menace our peace and se- 
curity the doings of the Sultan and of 
the Madrid Government within their 
own domains are not a lawful cause of 
intervention on our part, although the 


Governments have to. 


doubtedly intensify thé feeling of our 
people about intervention. It is always 
conceivable, -however, that. cruelty may 
become so extreme and atrocious as to 
prompt outside interference, regardless 
of law and regularity, on the broad 
ground of humanity. 

Our correspondent does not descend to 
the most ignoble argument of all against 
intervention, namely; the 
that the Cubans are only a lot of bandits 
and half-breeds, totally unworthy of our 
interest or attention, and that if freed 
from the Spanish yoke they would be 
incapable of governing themselves, and 
would live in turmoil and continual rev- 
olution, which would be as bad for us as 
a state of constant insurrection against 
Spain. A people capable of such fighting 
and such heroic endurance as the Cubans 
are worthy of their independence)and of 
our sympathy. We have not much fear 
for the future of Cuba as an independent 
State. It is extremely probable that 
large investments of American capital 
would be made in the island, and that 
would be the most- tranquilizing influence 
imaginable, and the greatest help to the 
organization of a stable Government. 


JERSEY JUSTICE, 

The escape of young JOHN WATTS 
Kearny from a private lunatic asylum 
at Plainfield to which he had been con- 
signed at the instigation of his father, 
brings into public notice the circum- 
stances under which his commitment was 
procured. The proceedings were so pe- 
culiar as to be worth more attention than 
they have heretofore attracted. 

It is not pretended, we believe, that 
young KEARNY was insane, although 
confinement in a lunatic asylum would 
have the effect of making a sane man so, 
if anything could. What is pretended is 
that he was a habitual drunkard, and he 
was confined in the “retreat” from 
which he has escaped as being, according 
to his father’s account, quite incorrigi- 
ble. 

But this proceeding was nevertheless 
peculiar and questionable. Young KEAR- 
NY is not a minor, but a man nearly 
thirty years of age, and, moreover, it 
seems that he is not a citizen of New 
Jersey at all, but of Kentucky. He was 
an officer in a bank at Princeton, in that 
State, where he voted, and, although his 
habits were somewhat irregular, they 
were not sufficiently so to disable him, 
or to procure his discharge from his re- 
sponsible employment, which he left of 
his own accord. When he appeared in 
New Jersey his fond parent, who is a 
man of much political and social influ- 
ence in New Jersey, is reported first to 
have procured his incarceration in the 
common jail, and subsequently to have 
procured his own appointment as guar- 
dian, and to have consigned his son to 
a private lunatic asylum. 

It is reported that the commitment to 
jail was made upon grounds so irregular 
that the Warden refused to receive his 
prisoner except upon the condition that 
his board in jail should be paid by his 
fatter, who had procured the commit- 
ment. However that may be, the circum- 
stances indicate that something very 
much in the nature of a “lettre de ca- 
chet” may still be procured from the 
courts of New Jersey by a citizen of suf- 
ficient importance. It is not to be sup- 
posed that young KHarwny, having effect- 
ed his escape, will again expose himself 
to the jurisdiction of the courts of which 
the process has been used to consign him 
first to jail, apparently not as a criminal, 
but only as a “ boarder,” and then to an 
insane asylum, though his sanity does 
not seem to have been called in question. 


THE LONDON ELECTION. 


The full reports of the canvass for the 
‘election in London are very interesting 
and suggestive reading for New Yorkers. 
It is not, of course, gratifying for a New 
Yorker to find his own city held up to 
British audiences as the Helot of 
municipal administration, and as ex- 
hibiting every circumstance of mis- 
government which it is desirable to 
avoid. Yet upon this point all the 
speakers and all the writers on each side 
of the question in London seem to have 
concurred. The London Times observed 
of the claim, which it did not dispute, 
that the County Council was pure, that it 
was no great recommendation for an in- 
stitution only nine years old that “ it had 
not developed the hoary vices of Tam- 
many Hall.” 

All the speakers and writers agreed, 
too, that the root of the evi! in our case 
was the introduction of general into mu- 
nicipal politics. But it does not seem 
that, although this is deplored by all 
London, London has very well succeeded 
in keeping it out. Nobody defends it, but 
each side blames the other for bringing it 
in. Lord RosEBERY maintains, indeed, 
that there are some “ Progressive ’’ mem- 
bers of the County Council who are 
Unionists in national or “ imperial” poli- 
tics. And he declares also that while the 
Conservative Ministry has made a Minis- 
terial measure of the metropolitan elec- 
tion, the leaders of the Parliamentary op- 
position have taken no part in the can- 
vass except as individuals and volun- 
teers. It remains true, however, that the 
line of cleavage in London politics 
seems to coincide pretty accurately with 
the line of cleavage in general politics. 
In the speeches just before the election 
some of the Ministers who are not Lon- 
doners at all took part. The last stage 
of the canvass seems to have been quite 
as animated as our own was in Novem- 
ber. In the final speechmaking, Lord 
SauisBuRy, the Duke of DEVONSHIRE, 
Lord CHARLES BERESFORD, and that inter- 
esting survival of the British Tory squire 
Mr. CuaPpuin, took part with Mr. BALFour 
and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, and on the other 
side Lord RoseBerRy, who is especially 
identified with the work of the County 
Council; Mr. AsquirH, and Mr. Jamzs 
Brrcg, whose American studies are held

The war cry of the Tories, or “ Moder- 
ates,” is “Socialism.” So far as can be 
made out from the discussion what is 
meant by it is the various proposals of 
the County Council to levy taxes upon 
landlords for purposes of which their own 
properties do not immediately and direct- 
ly receive the benefit. It is “ Socialism” 
to tax the Dukes who own Bloomsbury 
and Westminster and Kensington and to 
apply the proceeds to the betterment of 
all London. It is Socialism also to pro- 
pose that the municipality shall own and 
operate its own water works and gas 
works and tramways, although, as Lord 
RosEseRY pointed out in the elaborate 
and interesting speech which is the most 
authoritative statement of the “ Pro- 
gressive” position, nearly every British 
city except London is to this extent So- 
clalistic. 

There does not seem to be much in 
either of these complaints. The noble 
owners of the West End, under the old 
vestry system, never showed any such 
public spirit as indicated that they might 
safely be left to their own devices in the 
improvement of their part of London. In 
fact, it was largely their failure to do 
what the community had a right to re- 
quire of them that led to the creation, 
first of the Metropolitan Board of Works, 
and then of the County Council. Their 
remedy for the evils of which they com- 
plained has been a reversion to the old 
system of parishes, or to a modification 
of that system, and this was what was 
proposed at the last election. A certain 
district, indistinguishable, except upon 
the map, from the districts which adjoin 
it, was to be set apart and governed by 
itself, and all the revenue derived from 
it was to be spent upon it. the metropoli- 
tan Government being reduced to its low- 
est terms. 

The overwhelming defeat of the Moder- 
ates showed how unpopular this proposi- 
tion was. The work done by the Local 
Government act cannot be undone. And 
what is true of Greater London is true of 
Greater New York. Consolidation is ef- 
fected for all time. Whatever any of us 
may think of it, there is nothing for us to 
do but to make the best of it. Under the 
machinery provided by the existing char- 
ter, or amendments which shall not de- 
feat or affect its main purpose, we must 
work out our own municipal salvation, or 
the reverse, at our own cost and Msk. 


DR. MAXWELL FOR SUPERINTENDENT. 
The Board of Education will have an 
easy and grateful duty to perform to-day. 
A City Superintendent of Schools is to be 
elected, and they have at hand in 
Dr. MAXWELL a man thoroughly well 
equipped for the place. They will elect 
him, of course. Their only reason for not 
electing him would be the discovery of a 
better man who was willing to accept the 
office. We do not understand that they 
have any better man in view. We doubt 
if there is a better one in the country. 
The rumor that some members of the 
board have been looking for another 
candidate because Dr. MAXWELL {fs not 
acceptable to the Borough Superintend- 
ent, JASPER, probably does them injustice. 
What on earth has a reform Board of 
Education got to do with the preferences 
of JASPER? He is one of the things to be 
reformed. If JASPER and JASPER’s fac- 
tion dislike MAXWBLL that is strong con- 
firmatory evidence of his fitness. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—<Considerable doubt seems to exist as 
to the rights and duties of the National 
Guard in case of war, some claiming that 
the regiments of this. organization owe 
obedience only to the Governors of their 
respective States, and that in no circum- 
stances can they, as National Guardsmen, 
be summoned or ordered across State 
boundaries, while others are as sure. that 
if occasion for their services arises the 
President has as much authority over them 
as over the regular army. A hint as to 
the correct solution of this problem is 
to be found in the fact that the word “ Na- 
tional” instead of ‘‘State’’ is used in des- 
ignating these bodies, but the attainment 
of an opinion in the matter is not de- 
pendent on anything so inconclusive as a 
name. That admirable document, the Con- 
stitution of the United States, in enumerat- 
ing the powers of Congress, includes among 
them the power “to provide for calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of 
the Union, to suppress insurrections, and 
repel invasions.’”’ The same authoritative 
instrument asserts that ‘the President 
shall be Commander in Chief of the Army 
and Navy of the United States, and of the 
militia of the several States when called 
into the actual service of the ~ United 
States." The original problem is thus re- 
duced to an inquiry whether or not a mem- 
ber of the National Guard is also a mem- 
ber of the “ militia’? mentioned in the 
Constitution. The answer is found in the 
Military Code of the State of New York, 
which says: “ All able-bodied men between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
residents of the State and citizens there- 
of, or, if.of foreign birth, who shall have 
declared their intention to become such 
citizens, shall be subject to military duty, if 
not exempted by the laws of the United 
States.” The exceptions include men who 
have served five years in the National 
Guard, which is the same as saying that 
those who have not are still subject to call, 
while another séction of the Code declares 
that ‘‘ the uniformed militia of the State 
shall constitute and be known as the Na- 
tional Guard of the State of New York,” 
thus definitely establishing, not, indeed, that 
the terms ‘“‘ National Guard ”’ and “ militia ”’ 
are identical, but that the former is a part 
of the latter, and subject to the contro] of 
Congress and the President when needed to 
enforce the law, suppress insurrection, or 
repel invaders, 


—- Morro Castle has been mentioned and 
pictured so often of late that a false im- 
portance may attach to it in many minds. 
The Morro, as a matter of fact, is an in- 
teresting relic of the days when soldiers 
had just ceased to fight with bows and 
arrows, and as a factor in modern warfare 
it weuld count for little or no more than 
the bandbox on Governors Island which is 
known as Castle William. 


—- In searching after the reason why the 
death rates of different classes differ so 
widely, the Registrar General of England 
strongly hints that it is much more a mat- 
ter of habits than of trades or professions, 
and the habit which he credits with causing 
more untimely departures than any other 


might have expected, that of 
onealte ¢ dtinking. The work of clergymen 
is not in itself calculated to result in lon- 
gevity, and yet they attain to an average 
age far higher than that of any other 
division of society, The comparative mor- 
tality figure assigned to them is 553, while 
that of lawyers is 821, and that of doctors, 
with all their special knowledge, is 966. 
This is not saying that the medical men die 
of intemperance to any great extent, but it 
does show that they do not guard them- 
selves anywhere néarly as well as they do 
other people—or, as other people do them- 
selves—for the mortality figure of all men 
who follow a trade or profession is only 
953. As for the abuse of alcohol, the Regis- 
trar General says that the returns do not 
include by any means all its effects, for 
this cause, ‘while given with comparative 
frankness in the case of persons low in the 
social scale, is often hidden under some 
euphemism or other when the victim is of 
‘greater importance or “respectability.” In 
the case of a cabman, or of an inn sefvant, 
a certificate of chronic alcoholism is com- 
paratively frequent; in the case of an inn- 
keeper it is comparatively rare. Alcohol kills 
through its action upon various vital organs, 
the liver being usually the most conspicu- 
ous sufferer; and hence the officials of the 
General Registry Office learn to look with 
much suspicion upon returns of “liver 
disease” as the cause of death in persons 
whose occupations naturally expose them to 
a good deal of alcoholic\temptation. Next 
to alcoholism as a cause of premature death 
are placed the industries which are carried 
on in foul or dust-laden air, and to these 
is attributed a great but largely preventable 
waste of life. The first step toward pre- 
vention must in may cases be the education, 
both intellectual and moral, of the workers 
themselves, There are trades in which dan- 
ger conduces to high wages, and in which 
those concerned have objected to any abate- 
ment of the danger lest it might abate the 
wages as well. 


—-State insurance has assumed enormous 
proportions in Germany. Workmen, includ- 
ing agricultural laborers, to the number of 
18,000,000 were thus, protected in 1897, and 
for 381,000 accidents among these men the 
sum of 16,000,000 marks was paid out. Pro- 
vision is also made for ill-health and’ old 
age. 


PERSONAL. 


—-Foreign lecturers who come over here 
have varying luck, exactly proportioned to 
their success in gratifying the idle curiosity 
which their achievements, literary or other, 
may have excited. When they happen to 
make a lot of money, they go back and say 
that we are a most intelligent and cultured 
people; when the box office receipts are 
smell their verdict usually is that we’re a 
poor lot, with no interest in anything ex- 
cept money grubbing and variety shows. 
These people ought to ask themselves what 
it is that they offer in return for our good 
money. Dr. NANSEN, for instance, has 
been especially severe on our lack of ap- 
preciation, and yet his lectures were but a 
rehearsal of facts much better stated in his 
own book, and he was not willing to demon- 
strate on the stage his talents as a de- 
vourer of raw meat or to do any of the 
other Arctic “‘ stunts” which lecture-goers 
as a class would consider worth the price 
of admission. He had nothing new to tell 
serious hearers, and nothing at all for the 
amusement of freak hunters, so why does 
he complain of our indifference? Mr. 
ANTHONY Hops, too, has indulged in some 
rather unkind talk with less than no ex- 
cise. He was not impressive as a specta- 
cle, and his reading shed no new light on 
his books. The day of the lecture platform 
is past. There are still audiences for lions 
willing to roar and lash their tails, but the 
lion who is simply didactic or confirmatory 
—of his own existence in the flesh—would 
better stick to his pen and his home. The 
reporters supply us with a sufficient amount 
of personalities, and the. modern man, if 
he has a soul above dime museums, prefers 
to get his information from books. There- 
fore was it most wise in ex-President Har- 
RISON to refuse the recent offer of $5,000 
for a course of ten lectures. Whatever he 
has to say to the American people, or even 
to the Chautauquans, will be much more 
effective if written than if spoken. 


——There seems to be something almost 
like surprise at the courtesy with which 
President McKINLEy and the Spanish Min- 
ister treated each other at their official 
meeting. The London Times joins in the 
American chorus of admiration for this 
entirely natural display of good sense and 
good manners. What did people at home 
and abroad expect? That the President 
would treat his visitor as Mayor VAN Wyck 
treated Capt. EvLATE? 


——Endless discussion is sure to be ex- 
cited by the fact that a son of the great 
EpIsOoN has been “dropped” from the 
freshman class of the Yale Scientific School 
because of his failure to maintain the re- 
quired standing in his classes. It will be 
necessary to know, however, much more 
than this fact before the episode can be 
used either for or against the doctrine of 
heredity. The attainment of high rank 
on the books of a college professor is a 
matter dependent upon many other qualities 
in the student than intellectual capacity to 
profit by the instruction given. It is, per- 
haps, more often a question of inclination 
than of ability, and academic failures are 
by no means always unable to win success 
in practical life. Mr. Ep1son himself might 
or might not have won distinction in the. 
classroom, and his son may have inherited 
exactly the power which his father cer- 
tainly possessed, of making his way in the 
world without the aid of the preparations 
which many men find so necessary, A 
single instance proves nothing about a gen- 
eralization so vast as that of heredity. 
Every boy has many ancestors, and all of 
them are striving for a new tenure of life 
in their descendants.

ONE RESULT OF WAR. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

I, for one, do not believe that we are to 
have act:al war, for the simple reason that 
there is no sufficient cause for such an aw- 
ful thing and that the people will recover 
their senses before plunging into it. But if 
war does come, it may have one good re- 
sult, if no other. It may teach us the mad- 
ness of national aggressiveness, without an 
army to speak of, and with a navy hardly 
better than that of so weak and poverty- 
stricken a country as Spain. 

No matter how big, or brave, or angry a 
nation may be, it cannot well fight without 
weapons, and yet we, with all our vast pop- 
ulation‘ and wealth, have hitherto refused 


to make any reasonable preparation for the 
very dangers that we have been so often 
courting of late in our foreign disputes. Not 
long ago we were actually threatening Eng- 
land, with the certainty staring us in the 
face that if she proved unyielding, we 
should either have to back down or be 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

In these days of elaborate warfare, armies 
and navies are matters of costly and pro- 
tracted preparation; they cannot be creat- 
ed in a day. If we are so eager, therefore, 
‘to participate aggressively in the affairs of 
nations, why have we not made ready? A 
proper limitation of our wholesale and in- 
iquitous pension system would have provid- 
ed the means in two years. Of course, of a 
war with Spain there can be but one ulti- 
mate result—the crushing defeat of that 
power; but, meantime, intelligent people 
realize our present lack of preparation, and 
Wall Street has been stampeded into one of 
its old-fashioned and almost childish frights, 

I notice that the Cuban Junta of this city 
announces that nothing but the absolute 
freedom of the island will be accepted. 
Fancy Cuba, with its mongrel people, as an 
independent state! There would be a bloody 
revolution every year, one tyrant succeed- 
ing another, as in the Central American 
States.' Is it for that end we are now 
working? Ww.

SUGGESTIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
First—From the position and proximity 
of the Island of Cuba, the United States 
must sooner or later possess it. 
Second—The present population of Cuba is 
not capable of forming or maintaining a 
satisfactory republican form of government. 
Third—The present is a good time to set- 
tle this matter. 
Fourth—If Spain will sell us the island 
at a reasonable price, deducting the claim 


of indemnity for the destruction of the 
Maine—in event of such a claim being made 
—this will be the best way of settling the 
matter. 

Fifth—If Spain will not sell, let Congress 
approve of the President giving Spain notice 
that unless the war in Cuba is closed and 
peace and protection to life and property 
are established on the island by Oct. 1, 
1898, the United States will give the Cubans 
full belligerent rights. 

Sixth—This would probably bring on war. 

Seventh—Let the United States take mil- 
itary possession and keep it, fortify the 
principal harbors, and establish a military 
form of government. 

Eighth—Retain this form of government 
for some years, until a sufficient number 
of Americans to establish a territorial form 
of government have become residents of 
Cuba. 

Ninth—Time and Americans will work out 
the rest, as they have done in California, 
our Territories, and Hawaii. N.

FATE OF “YELLOW” JOURNALS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Those of us who look forward with dread 
to the impending war find some mitigation 
of our anxiety in the reflection that it will 
at least put a quietus upon the political 
phase of yellow journalism.

They 
will either be voluntarily abandoned by the 
editors or else these latter will find en- 
forced retirement in some military prison, 
where they can turn from the mendacious 
chronicling of present events to the com- 
piling of mendacious memoirs of past ex- 
periences. 

Some of us, unlike the doughty warriors 
of inkpots and large type, remember the re- 
bellion, 1f in those days, the copperhead 
editor of a newspaper sympathizing with 
the South had.ventured to boom the sale 
of his extras by surrender of Gen. 
Sherman with his army, we can judge for 
ourselves how soon he would have enjoyed 
an inside view of Fort Lafayette. We 
should be loath to believe that the Govern- 
ment would watch over the interests of 
the country less carefully now. Of course 
the task has become more difficult, since 
in those days the number of those who real- 
ly preferred lies to truth was comparative- 
ly small.

* Agnes Sorma began her, second engage 
ment in this country at the Irving Place 
Theatre last evening before an assemblagé 
that nearly filled the house. In fact, the 
upper regions were densely erowded, and 
only a few of the high-priced seats in the 
Parquet were vacant. The distinguished 
actress was received with prodigious en- 
thusiasm, of course; that counts for noth- 
ing, nowadays. In the matter of vociferous 
applause and “ cordial greetings ” the Ger- 
man Theatre in New York differs in nowise 
from those houses in which the language of 
the country is spoken. The best tribute 
Frau Sorma received last night.was neither . 
noise nor flowers, but that earnest, breath- 
less attention which the spectators bestowed 
on her performance. The progress of the 
Play was never interrupted by applause. ~ 
Whenever some vacant-minded person felt 
impelled to clap his hands, (in order to 
prove that he, too, was present, as well as 
the personages of the play,) he was silenced 
as only earnest Germans can silence a fool 
in a playhouse. Sis 

As for the play of the night, “A Doll’s 


House,”’ by Henrik Ibsen, the last word has 


beenewritten about it as theatrical enter- 
tainment, if not as literature. It has been 
an overrated work because so much of the 
public’s knowledge of Ibsen and Ibsenism 
began and ended with it, andit has therefore 
been forced into a place it does not deserve 
and was never designed to fill. Frau Sor= 
ma’s portrayal of Nora does not stamp her 
as a disciple of Ibsen any more than Mme, 
Rejane’s showy and seemingly overelabo~ 
rated, because not quite sympathetic, per- 
formance of the same role indicated ‘her ad- 
herence to the cult. Frau Sorma plays 
Nora in the right spirit, with as little of 
mere theatricalism as possible, and as little 
striving for the picturesque as the most 
rabid Ibsenite could ask for. But the sim- 
pleness and homeliness and careful repro- 
duction of small details of domestic routine 
in German drama are not new, 

One might be permitted to doubt, if he 
thought it worth while, whether Agnes 
Sorma’s temperament and personality ex- 
actly fit her to embody a character so 
amazingly ingenuous as Nora, and whether 
the most sensitive and exacting spectator 
is ever quite sure that this is really the 
Nora of Ibsen, But this is of little moment, 
and the play called in German “Die Pup- 
penheim” is not worth making so much 
fuss about, ‘ 

Frau Sorma’s art is certainly never at 
fault, nor is her judgment or her under- 
standing. Her denotement of every trait of 
the loving, petted, ill-trained, fluently men- 
dacious young wife is unmistakable, and she 
gives strong and correct expression to all 
her moods. It is difficult, in such a play, to 
single out ‘‘scenes” for praise. We are 
shown vividly the history of a day in Nora 
Helmer’s life, a day in which her soul is 
supposed to be awakened, in which. she 
learns how unjust are the laws of society, 
how ignoble are the world’s saints and 
heroes; in which she becomes aware of the 
gospel of individualism and adopts it as her 
own; and Frau Sorma’s picture of this in 
acting, though really rich in detail, and 
elaborated in the highest degree, is all so 
soberly toned and. harmonious: as to seem 
like nature itself. Yet, some of us 
would rather’ see her in romance with 
some sort -of glow in it, and with- 
out that touch of pessimism that is se 
wearisome. We look forward with, pleas- 
ure to her performance, Thursday, of the 
willful Princess of Aragon in Max Bern- 
stein’s ‘‘ Midchentraum,” a new play which 
is somewhat suggestive of the main idea in 
‘“*Love’s Labor's Lost” and the Spanish 
comedy from which, through the German, 
Westland Marston derived his ‘‘ Donna 
Diana,” but is said to have freshness of 
spirit, charm, and vitality. Her embodiment 
of the fairy in ‘‘ Versuhkene Glocke”’ and 
her portrayal of Shakespeare’s Shrew will 
also be warmly welcomed. 

In the Ibsen play last night the star’s 
support was not equal to that of last year, 
when Matthew Pfeil and Arthur Eggeling 
were in the company. Bernhard Vorwer' 
however, played Helmer fairly well, 
Auguste Burmester was of good service, in 
her thoughtful way, as Frau Linden. The 
Krogstadt (or Giinther) of Emil Marx was 
that kind of a ems re German who 
is, obviously, never dishonest except in the 
matter of light weight, and never experi- 
ences any sorrow worse than that caused 
by am occasional fit of indigestion, 


THE THOMAS CONCERTS, 


The Third Evening Performance at 
the Metropolitan. 


The third evening concert of the Chicago 
Orchestra, conducted by Theodore Thomas, 
took place at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last night. It was attended by a large audi- 
ence, which was evidently well satisfied 
with the entertainment. The programme 
consisted of the following numbers: Sebage 
tian Bach’s suite in D minor, Brahms’s sec- 
ond symphony, Beethoven’s dramatic scene 
and aria, ‘‘ Ah, Perfido”’; the prelude and 
finale of Wagner’s “ Tristan und Isolde,” 
and Wagner’s “‘ Kaisermarsch.” The solo- 
ist was Mme. Lilian Nordica. 

The orchestral numbers were such as te 
display to the fullest advantage the best 


merits of the Chicago Orchestra, and alse 
to show in the clearest possible manner Mr, 
Thomas’s limitations as a conductor. To 
say that Mr. Thomas has limitations ig not 
to assert that he is a poor conductor, though 
his immoderate partisans will construe it 
that way. Every artist has his limitations, 
and pointing them out is not necessarily 
censuring his work. Theodore Thomas at 
his best is not to be surpassed, and hardly 
to be equaled, by any living conductor. Hig 
best was revealed last night in his perform- 
ance of the Brahms symphony. 

He had a good instrument upon which to 
play it. The Chicago Orchestra is a much 
better musical instrument than it was when 
here last year. It excels especially in bale 


ance of tone, and this excellence is due 
very largely to the masterly skill of the 
conductor. His strings are his weak point. 
His wood, except his oboe—which does wel 
enough in simple cantabile—is very 
indeed, and his brass is equal to all or- 
dinary demands. Mr. Thomas keeps his 
brass and wood down to a proper relation 
with his strings, and gets remarkably fine 
results in such works as the Brahms sym- 
phony. This work was played last night 
in the most correct Brahms spirit. That 
is of course due to the conductor, But it 
was also done with technical perfection, 
The balance of the various was so 
exquisite that not a single significant 
phrase of any instrument was_ obscured, 
Everything came out with delicious clear- 
ness, yet nothing was forced. The resul 
was beautiful transparency and reposefu 
finish. This kind of playing is obtained 
by careful and properly directed rehearsals, 
and that is where the work of the cone 
ductor is done. 

When it came to the “‘ Tristan ” music, all 
was changed. Mr. Thomas has no concepe © 
tion whatever of the true manner of pl 
ing the ‘“‘ Tristan” vorspiel. He pushes 
straight through in a rigid style, with little 
attention to the phrasing, none at all to the 
climax, and an absolute disregard of t 
tempo. One might not have been surpri 
at times if the whole thing had turned int 
a waltz. Mr. Thomas’s reading of th 
Brahms symphony was one of thé best, 
not the very best, ever heard in New Yorks 
his reading of the ‘ Tristan” vorspiel wag” 
one of the worst. The Bach number went 
very well, and so, indeed, did the ‘“* Kaiser. 
marsch.” But it is not much of a feat to 
conduct the latter, which is a piece of pres 
tentious buncombe, It if had been 3 
by an American composer it would -}

This is a cold and cruel 
world, and it is not given to every member 
of the nobility to write trios better than 
those of mere plebeians like Mozart and 
Beethoven. The compositions of the Land- 
grave cf Hesse should hereafter be per- 
formed only at mansions in Fifth Avenue, 
where the merits of royalty are thoroughly 
understood. But the Hessians were always 
unpopular in this country, and perhaps they 
could not please even the aristocracy. 

Mr. Rummel is a good chamber music 
player, and in Messrs. Scheck and Dutschke 
he had fairly competent assistants, but they 
could not make the music of the Landgrave 
— the callous public. The Landgrave

LE GALLIENNE AT THE LYCEUM. 


A Discourse on the Ideal and a Novel 
in Manuscript. 


Richard Le Gallienne gave-an entertain- 
ment in two parts at the Lyceum Theatre 
yesterday afternoon. In the first part he 
read from manuscript a long essay on 
idealism in art and life, which was, of 
course, gracefully written and full of 
bright conceits and amiable criticism. The 
reader, however, had evidently but just fin- 
*ished the work of writing this essay, and 
had not yet become thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with it, so that, as he read, he was 
obliged to givethe closest attention to the 
written words. Therefore his delivery was 
not quite as free and graceful as usual. 

In the second part he read some selec- 
tions from his completed but still unpub- 


lished story, called ‘‘ The Romance of Zion 
Chapel,’”’ which treats of the influence ex- 
erted in a little, mean Philistine English 
town by an enthusiastic young Noncon- 
formist preacher with ‘‘ advanced’”’ ideas 
and artistic yearnings. The chapter on the 
introduction of ‘“‘ Morris wall paper” in 
Colchester, and the touches of delicately 
humorous portraiture were greatly enjoyed 
by the audience, but it is not likely that 
the long and elaborate amorous passage 
which Mr. Le Gallienne chose to offer as a 
final sample of the new goods he will soon 
put on sale, favorably disposed many of 
the listeners toward the wares. 

“Sentimentality,”” he had previously de- 
clared in his lecture on ‘‘ The Second Com- 
ing of the Ideal,”’ would be rejected by that 
new idealism, the dawning of which he pro- 
claimed. Yet his kindliest critics will be 
apt (in spite of the familiar scene between 
Ottima and Sebald in Browning and various 
other somewhat feverish and maudlin pas- 
sages in the works of some modern writers 
of undisputed eminence) to declare this sort 
of thing tainted with the worst kind of 
“ sentimentality.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Le’ Gallienne’s enter- 
tainment had merit out of the common, and 
there was much in it to stimulate the 
imagination in a wholesome way and grat- 
ify good aesthetic taste. His essay on the 
ideal will surely find a publisher, and will 
read well, and his new novel, if it contains 
many chapters as graphic and piquant as 
all the passages, except the unedifying love 
scene, which he introduced yesterday, will 
make new friends for him.

Barney Barnato’s Nephew Is In- 
stantly Killed by a Black- 
mailer at Johannesburg. 


HE WAS ASKED TO PAY £2,500 


Mr. Joel and Mr. Strange Were Armed 
Also, and Strange Fired the First 
Shot—The Assassin Tried to 
Kill Himself. 


JOHANNESBURG, March 14.—Mr. Woolf 
Joel, the trustee of the estate of Barney 
Barnato, the South African millionaire, and 
his partner and nephew, was shot in his 
office this morning by a former soldier. 
The murderer, a man named Feldthein, has 
been arrested. 

Feldthein entered Mr. Joel’s office and de- 
manded £2,500. Being refused, he snatched 
a revolver from a desk and fired. 

The bullet entered Mr. Joel’s forehead, 
and he fell to the ground and expired. His 
murderer attempted to commit suicide but 
failed. 


LONDON, March 14.—The assassination 
of Mr. Woolf Joel, the nephew, partner, and 
executor of the late Barney Barnato, fol- 
lowing the tragic end of his uncle, caused 
a sensation to-day in the City. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, who gives the murderer's name 


as Von Veltheim, says: 

“He is reported to be the same man 
whose supposea body was found in the 
Thames bound with rope last year, but who 
afterward turned up serving as a trooper 
in the Cape Police at Vryburg. 

Mr. Joel and Mr. Strange, his manager, 
received Von Veltheim in Mr. Strange’s 
room. All three had revolvers, a circum- 
stance explained by the statement that the 
meeting was not an ordinary one. The first 
shot is said to have been fired by Mr. 
Strange at Von Veltheim, who had tried to 
seize Mr. Joel’s revolver. 

‘“‘Von Veltheim then fired at Mr. Joel, the 
bullet entering his eye and causing almost 
instant death. Several shots were afterward 
fired. The clerical staff rushed in and Von 
Veltheim was secured after a fierce —— 
gle. The motive of the crime was failure in 
an attempt to blackmail.”’ 

Woolf Joel was the nephew.of Barney Bar- 
nato, who committed suicide in June last 
by jumping overboard from the British 
steamer Scot while on his way from Cape 
Town to Southampton, via the Island of 
Madeira. 


LORD SALISBURY WORN OUT. 


He Will Take a Two Weeks’ Vacation 
in France, and Mr. Balfour Will 
Act as Foreign Minister. 


LONDON, March 14.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Marquis of Salisbury, the 
Premier and Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
was greatly fatigued by Friday’s Cabinet 
Council, and a return of the weakness he 
has suffered from, following the attacks of 
influenza, supervened, with the result that 
Sir William Broadbent, the famous physi- 
cian, advised the Premier to take a com- 
plete rest in the South of France. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour, the first Lord of the 
Treasury . and Government leader in the 
House of Commons, so far as necessary, is 
now dealing with the Foreign Office busi- 
ness. 

The Press Association says it is author- 
ized to declare that the rumor that the 
Marquis of Salisbury contemplates resign- 
ing either of his offices is absolutely ground- 
ess. 

The Marquis will start for Beaulieu in 
about a week’s time, and will stay there 
about a fortnight. 

Lord Salisbury’s temporary retirement at 
the present critical peridd will be the sub- 
ject of articles in all the morning papers 
to-morrow, expressing regret and concern, 
but also full confidence in the ability of 
Mr. Arthur J. Balfour to carry on the work 
of the Foreign Office. 

The matter was much discussed in the 
lobbies of Parliament this evening, many 
expressing fears that Lord Salisbury will 
be compelled to drop his double duty as 
Prime Minister and reign Secretary. 

There are no serious symptoms, but Lord 
Salisbury Is experiencing the lassitude and 
other after effects of influenza, any attempt 
at work resulting in a febrile rise of tem- 


perature, 
The rumors that Baron Cromer, British 


Agent and Consul General in Egypt, will 
oe him as Foreign Minister are re- 
vived. 


WEST INDIES AND ENGLAND. 


Mr. Chamberlain Says Big Concessions 
Have Been Asked by America. 


LONDON, March 14.—During the discus- 
sion of the Colonial estimates in the House 
of Commons to-day the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
said he hoped to be able to make a state- 
ment on the subject of the crisis in the 
West Indies, but, he added, this was Impos- 
sible in view of the reciprocity negotiations 


between the United States, Canada, and the 
West Indies. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain remarked 
that he was unable to say the negotiations 
had made much progress. The United 
States, ne explained, had asked for very 
considerable concessions, and he was not 
sure the West Indies, in their present condi- 
tion, would be able to make such sacrifices. 
If an arrangement was made, Mr. Cham- 
berlain added, it would amount to a bounty 
upon sugar exports to the United States. 
In conclusion, Mr, Chamberlain said the 
Colonies would be tn a better position if the 
negotiations were successful, but the return 
asked for was a considerable reduction in 
the import duties, which would disorganize 
the finances of the {slands. 


PEASANTS KILLED IN HUNGARY. 


Two Dead and Forty Wounded in the 
Agrarian Revolt. 


LONDON, March 15.—A dispatch from 
Vienna to The Daily Mall says the agrarian 
revolt in Hungary is spreading. 

In a conflict between the peasants and 


gendarmerie on Sunday at Duna Foldvar 
two peasants were killed and forty wounded. 


A REBELLION IN SIAM. 


Natives at Battambang Refuse to Pay 
Taxes, But Have Been Defeated. 


LONDON, March 15.—According to a dis- 
patch to The Times from Singapore, a re- 
bellion has broken out at Battambang, 
(Patabang,) where the people have refused 


to pay taxes. 
ae Siamese expedition has defeated the 


rebels, but fighting continues. 


PERU’S DISPUTE WITH CHILE. 


An Agreement Expected in Regard to 
Tacna and Arica. 


LIMA, Peru, via Galveston, Texas, March 
14.—Private information has been received 
here to the effect that the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs received on Saturday last 
a cable dispatch from Senhor G. E. Billing- 
hurst, the Vice President of Peru, dated 
from Chile, the tenor of which is that an 


arrangement of the disputes as to the dis- 
position of the Provinces of Tacna and 
Arica, now held Chile under the terms 
of the treaty of n, has not been ar- 
rived at, but is almost certain to be con- 


cluded. 

The Peruvians of Santiago de Chile have 
been congratulating each other under the 
belief that the arrangement was an accom- 
plished fact. The Government has ordered 
a general cofscription of the National Guard 
for April 10, which will include all citizens 
from eighteen to fifty-nine years of age. 


France Adopts the Postal Treaty. 


PARIS, March 14.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day adopted the postal arrangements 
signed at Washington in June last.

NICARAGUA CANAL COMMISSION. 
Its Work Nearly Done, but Not Enough 


Data Had for a Report This Year. 


COLON, March 5.—The work of the United 
States Canal Commission is almost com- 
pleted. Col. Hains will leave in a day or 
two for the United States, but Admiral 
Walker will remain behind to attend to 
some routine work. On the first day’s 
march from Ochoa to the sea Admiral 
Walker, after three hours’ gallant strug- 
gle, was forced to abandon the trip and he 
went to Greytown by canoe. Col. Hains 
Says this part of the work of the commis- 
sion was most difficult. After tramping 
thirty-eight miles through the jungle, the 
Colonel and his followers reached Greytow 
exhausted. They had to cut every foot o 
their way through the undergrowth with 
the machete. 

Engineer Arthur P. Davis, who has re- 
signed from the commission and is now in 
this country, said there was no possible 
chance of getting in a report this year, as 
they have not yet obtained sufficient data. 


Tank Steamer Bremerhaven Ashore. 


ANTWERP, March 14.—The Dutch tank 
steamer Bremerhaven, Capt. Hinnes, which 
salled from New York Feb. 28 for this port, 
is ashore near Borselen, at the mouth of the 
Scheldt. After jettisoning a portion of her 
cargo of petroleum the Bremerhaven was 
towed off and proceeded.

Unusual Interest Taken in the Mili- 
tary Tournament at Madison 
Square Garden—The Athletic 
Events Attract Compara- 
tively Little Attention. 


Grizzled veterans who have not smelled 
powder for more than thirty years moved 
around in a restless fashion in Madison 
Square Garden, where the military, ath- 
letic, and bicycle tournament of the Mili- 
tary Athletic League opened last night, and 
when the first flash of fire belched forth, 
wreathed in smoke from the mouth: of an 
infantryman’s gun, their eyes dgenced and 
nostrils quivered. Youths, too, who had 
never known the excitement and horrors 0,

the scene in the dirt-floored ring. 

A realistic image of war without any of 
its attendant guilt was being enacted there, 


for a company of the Thirteenth United 
States Infantry lay prone in the centre of 
the ring sending volley after volley of blank 
cartridges at an imaginary enemy at the 
Fourth Avenue end of the building. The 
smoke rolled up until the infantry men 
were hidden under if, and only the bright 
flashes of fire, as they shot out of the muz- 
zles, indicated the whereabouts of the men, 


Intense Excitement. 


The excitement which the scene aroused 
brought to the minds of most of those pres- 


ent the condition of affairs now existing 
between Spain and the United States, for 
there were shouts of: 

“Pluck Weyler first!” “Give it to the 
pirates!’’ and ‘‘ Three cheers for Cuba and 
Uncle Sam!” 

The tournament opened with the athletic 
games, but with most of the spectators these 
were of secondary importance. They want- 
ed to see Uncle Sam’s boys in uniform, show- 
ing what they could doif put to the test. 

They waited impatiently for the games to 
close, and then when the band played ‘* The 
Star-Spangled Banner ’”’ the spectators arose 
en masse and joined in the singing. The 
‘‘vets’’ kept their eyes on the ‘‘ Stars and 
Stripes’ with which the building was dec- 
orated as they sang, while the young men 
and their female companions accompanied 
themselves by waving arms. The infantry 
drill followed, and when the ring had been 
cleared Troop A of the Sixth United States 
Cavalry, stationed at Fort Myer, Virginia, 
dashed into the ring. 

The cavalrymen went through interestin 
manoeuvres showing a remarkable contro 
over their horses, and then at the word of 
command they crossed stirrups and rose to 
a standing position. 


Not Amateurs. 


Theirs was not the crouched attitude that 
some of the local imitators of the Don 
Cossacks attempt, for the Sixth Cavalry- 


men have earned a reputation for this style 

of riding. They seemed as much at ease 

standing in the saddle as if they were on 

terra firma, and they retained their diffi- 

cult positions while they. made wild charges.

When the hurdles were put up in the 
ring the spectators expected that in at- 
tempting to take them the men would take 
to the saddle again, and were surprised 
when the troopers came full tilt to the 
bar and made the jump safely.

FELIX ADLER TO MOTHERS. | 


He Tells How to Judge What Chil- 
dren Should Read and Out- 
lines a Course. 


“TIT am one of those who, all things con- 
sidered, believe in fairy tales,’’ said Felix 
Adler at the Mothers’ Congress yesterday 
afternoon. The question had been put to 
him by Mrs. Almon Hensley, who had 
charge of the exercises for the day, at the 
beginning of his address upon moral train- 
ing for children. , : 

‘* Nothing should be put into the hands of 
a child,” Prof. Adler went on, ‘‘ which has 
not first been read by the parents. 

“Some of Grimm’s stories are good—not 
all—and some of Andersen’s. I should not 
have you take anything on authority. When 
you start out with a theory of what a child 
ought to like you will be hindered. A the- 
ory is to be used only as a convenient hy- 
pothesis for study. 

‘We have so many,and yet so few, books 
for children. We have been living hereto- 
fore on what was produced when the hu- 
man race was in its infancy, so it is suited 
for children. Now we need literature for 
children—some writer who can enter into 
the thought of the child. Robert Louis Ste- 
venson has done this admirably. 

“It is only the blessedly ignorant who 
can give you a cut-and-dried system of in- 
struction. The subject is only beginning to 
be studied, In a general way I believe that 
all education is an orderly effort on the part 
of adults to assist the child in gaining phy- 
sical, mental, and moral freedom. The ef- 
fort for the moral freedom must go hand in 
hand with the physical and mental. <Ac- 
cording to my idea it should be given in day 
schools and not reserved for Sunday. 

“IT believe in emphasizing the authority 
of the parent—that is right which the pa- 
rent approves. Later, that is right which 
publica. sentiment approves, that is in the 
school; there is a wonderful power in opin- 
jon in the school. Then, when the child 
comes ta a recognition of his own individ- 
uality, he finds a motive in his breast and 
gays: ‘ that is right, because my reason tells 
me it is.’ 

“I would begin his moral instruction with 
the Old Testament stories of Moses, David, 
and Jonathan, illustrating traits which he 
finds in the home. 

‘“* For the next period take up the exalted 
type of patriotism, justice, honesty, and 
truth found in the Old. Testament in the 
Hebrew legislation and given with great 
authority as the basis of society; also the 
struggles of the Greeks against the Per- 
sians, the Roman struggles between patri- 
cians and plebeians. Then, as the sense of 
individuality develops. I would take up the 
writings of the Stoics. I have taught the 
New Testament very earnestly, and, with 
the exception of a few stories, find it too 
deep for early use. It presupposes a high 
spiritual standard, and can be better taught 
to students of eighteen or nineteen.”

Miss Alice Donlevy, President of the 
Committee on Instruction of the Ladies’ 
Art Association, will begin at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon a course of four lectures on the 


history and scope of art. These lectures 
will take place at the home of Mrs. Alla 
Doughty, the Rutland, Broadway and Fif- 
ty-seventh Street, on Tuesday afternoons. 
The subject for to-day is, ‘‘The Early 
Stages of Art,’”’ and Miss Donlevy will lect- 
ure on *“ The Old Masters’’ next Tuesday, 
‘‘The Dutch School’’ on March 29, and on 
“The Art of the Nineteenth Century” on 
April 5.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKE 


Stock market improved. 


Yesterday’s security market record proved 
to be very different from what generally 
had been expected. The semi-panicky con- 
ditions of Saturday had the sequel of mar- 
ket strength more aggressive than has been 
in evidence at any time since the Maine 
disaster. i 

Some news developments at the opening 
of the market were construed into a war- 
rant for confidence that, after all, diplo- 
macy was to bring about a Spanish settle- 
ment. The visit to President McKinley of 
a New York merchant having close Span- 
ish relationships was taken to be signifi- 
cant, and further improvement in sentiment 
attended statements that the Maine inquiry 
report was not to be immediately disclosed. 

*,* 

Such information would have been inef- 
fective, however, but for the fact of the 
existence of the unwieldly short interest 
to which frequent reference has recently 
been made here, The existence of this short 
interest has been much disputed. Adroit 
manipulative work was done to keep it hid- 
den. But yesterday’s market was, above 
all else, a proof of the existence of it and 
the far-reaching extent of it. 

2° 

Close to 450,000 shares were traded in on 
the Stock Exchange, and the whole list ad- 
vanced, with scarcely an exception. Many 
gains of 2 and 8 points apiece were made, 
and the average advance was beyond a full 
point. But from start to finish there ap- 
peared little evidence of the display of any 
buying disposition, except upon the part of 
the extended short interest. There was at 
the opening cf the market almost as much 
of a panic among speculators short of the 
market as on Saturday, when there was a 
panicky showing among holders and sellecs. 

There continued to be liquidation, and in 
some quarters this liquidation was substan- 
tial. But for the intervention of the shorts 
the market, on account: of this liquidation, 
must have gone further downward; but not 
only did the short covering check the de- 
cline and sustain quotations, but, under the 
influence of this rush to cover, many hold- 
ers of stocks who came down town to sell 
changed their minds and kept out of the 
market. Only among professional traders, 
however, was th2re any disclosure of sub- 
stantial purchases, except to cover shorts.

COLORADO’S MINING INDUSTRY. 


Mr. Clarence W. Hoyt of the banking 
house of C. W. Hoyt & Co. of Denver, Col., 
who has been in New York for some time 
past making arrangements for the develop- 
ment of several mining properties with 
which he is identified, was seen yesterday by 
a representative of THE NEw YORK TIMES 
and asked regarding the situation in Colo- 
rado, particularly as to the mining indus- 
tries there. Mr. Hoyt, who has had wide 
experience in gold mining, talked most con- 
fidently of the outlook. He said: 


“In talking about Colorado and its min- 
ing interests, facts and figures are much 
more eloquent than mere opinions. For 
some time past Colorado has shared in the 
depression that was general in this country, 
but through it all there has been a much 
better progress than many sections have 
shown. Recently there has been a revival 
in our State as well as elsewhere in the 
country, and there is every prospect of con- 
tinued improvement. 


“In 1896 the output of gold in Colorado 
was between $16,000,000 and $17,000,000. In 
1897 it was between $22,000,000 and $23,- 
000,000. At the present rate of production 
the output in 1898 will be nearer $30,000,000 
than $25,000,000. You must bear in mind 
that this is for the whole State and not 
simply for the Cripple Creek district, which 
in the opinion of many Bastern people is 
the only gold-producing section in the State. 

“In the Cripple Creek section there was 
produced last month $1,158,000 of gold, 
which is a 27 per cent. increase over the 
output of the district in February, 1897. In 
January.of this year the Cripple Creek 
mines paid out in dividends $298,000—earn- 
ings in excess of those which are laid aside 
by nearly every mining company in Colo- 
rade for surplus and sinking fund accounts. 

‘“* Last year the Cripple Creek district paid 
in dividends to stockholders $2,600,000. Since 
the district first became a gold producer 
there has been paid out about $6,000,000 in 
dividends. You will see from this that more 
than a third of Cripple Creek’s entire divi- 
dend payments was made in 1897. And 
this explains something which is not gen- 
erally unaerstood among investors in min- 
ing properties. Years of development work 
are necessary to bring a property to that 
stage where it can profitably be operated 
on a large scale. The whole Cripple Creek 
section is just now reaping the benefits 
from the development which went on for 
years and which caused the disappointment 
of so many investors because it permitted 
of no dividend payments. 


“If you will stop to consider these fig- 
ures, they must appear large, but they are 
small. compared with what might be done 
in Colorado with sufficient capital. You 
have no idea of the number of failures 
made-each year by miners who are com- 
pelled to give up work upon their claims 
because they have spent all their available 
money, and because they cannot get more 
to allow them to push their work further. 
Much money has to be spent on a mine be- 
fore gold comes in sight, at least before 
enough gold appears to make mining prof- 
itable. And it is this money, for a venture 
which on its surface does not look any 
too promising, that is so hard to get. 

‘Out in Colorado there is a general con- 
fidence among the people—more confidence 
than has been felt at any time since 1892. 
There is going on considerable improve- 
ment—not rapid, but steady, and with every 
appearance of being healthy. Take the real 
estate markét, for instance. That is a re- 
liable index to the state of any municipal- 
ity. In Denver this Winter there have been 
more transfers and sales for cash of real 
estate than for many years, and there are 
being built more residences than ever before 
in the history of the city. The farmers of 
the State are more prosperous than they 
have been for some time. With our Colo- 
rado farmers prosperity is very largely de- 
pendent on the state of affairs in the min- 
ing camps. Aside from wheat and pota- 
toes, which are sent out of the State, prac- 
tically all of our home products are con- 
sumed at home. So, of course, when the 
mining towns and the camps in the mount- 
ains are prosperous, the farmers are pros- 
perous. 


“* Among the mines there seems to be un- 
usual activity and interest in developing 
work. This does not mean the actual pur- 
chase of mines for the purpose of working 
them, but it means that there are more 
people who have the capital to lease proper- 
ties on which they have taken an option 
and to develop them. 


“I notice with much gratification that the 
New York Mining Exchange is becoming a 
factor here in the East and that New York 
people are taking more interest in Colorado 
mining properties than heretofore. I find 
that this is particularly so of the ‘ pros- 
pects’ which are under course of develop- 
ment. Of course, established mines are al- 
ways in good favor. In many of these 
‘prospects,’ if the development work now 
contemplated ig gone on with, I am sure 
that stockholders will see larger profits in 
their investments than they expect. The 
Colorado miners are, I know, exceedingly 
glad to see the new interest which the East 
is taking in their industry, and it gives 
them new confidence to see Eastern capi- 
talists taking up mining propositions ‘for 
the purpose of developing them.” 


WILL MR. SAGE RETIRE? 


The stock in which the sharpest rise took 
place at the opening of yesterday’s market 
was Manhattan Elevated, which jumped 4 
full points from the closing price of Satur- 
day. Among the Wall Street theories to ac- 
count tor this sudden jump was a report 
that Mr. Russel Sage had changed his posi- 
tion and was buying back his stock. Hav- 
ing’ some bearing on tnis point—though 
hardly corroborating it—is the semi-official 
whisper that Mr. Sage is about to get out 
of the Manhattan Board of Directors, 

He has not been since last October either 
the largest or the second largest Manhat- 
tan stockholder. His sales of stock have 
probably been due chiefly to his growing 
conviction that underground rapid transit is 
bound to come. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS WEAK. 


Government bonds were weak again yes- 
terday, closing quotations being about one- 
half of 1 per cent. lower than at the close 
on Saturday. Transactions were light, but 
there were indications that fairly large 
blocks of the new 4s are awaiting a favor- 
able market. After the close of the Ex- 
changé on Saturday there were sales of the 
new 4s, coupon, as low as 120. 

On the European bourses Spanish 49 were 


5214, against 54%, Saturday’s closing. 


FURTHER GOLD IMPORTS. 


Engagements of gold for import an- 
nounced yesterday amounted to $4,000,000, 
with an additional $600,000 consigned to 
Cuba. This brings the total engaged since 
Feb. 25 to $21,000,000. Exchange authorities 
are predicting that the twenty-five-million- 
dollar mark will be reached speedily, large 
engagements being expected later this 
week. 


LONDON BOUGHT STOCKS. 


Early London prices yesterday morning 
were much higher than the New York close 
on Saturday, and for the first time in quite 
a while Londor proved a safe leader. In- 
stead of opening at the level established by 
London, New York prices in many instances 
went much ahead of the foreign quotations. 
Because of this the arbitrage houses did but 
little until there was a reaction, when they 
became buyers, taking between 20,000 and 
25,000 shares before noon. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC’S INCREASE. 


The official estimate of Northern Pacific’s 
gross earnings for the first week of March, 
which was given out yesterday, was a sur- 
prise even to those friends of the property 
who have all along been so enthusiastic 
Over the steadily increasing business of the 
road. Earnings for the week are estimated 
at nearly $408,000, an increase of more than 
$150,000, or 58.7 per cent. over the corre- 
sponding week of 1897. Including this esti- 
mate, the gross earnings for the fiscal year 
to date are $16,700,000, an increase of 
$3,516,000, or nearly 27 per cent. 


THE STRENGTH OF TOBACCO. 
Tobacco Trust is the only active stock 


on the list that at present shows an ad-'° 


vance over its price on Maine disaster day. 
The stock gained 2 points yesterday, and at 
93, where it closed last night, it is 1 point 
higher than on Feb. 15, the date of the 
blowing up of the Maine. Throughout the 
decline the stock has been notably finm and 
has attracted much attention. It has en- 
joyed the support of insiders, who, having 
pretty much all of it, can do about as they 
please with its quotation. 


WASHINGTON’S OPERATIONS. 


Much of the early strength of the stock 
market was due to covering by houses with 
Washington connections, having advices re- 
garding the postponement of the court of 
inquiry report. Many of these houses bought 
heavily in those stocks of which they were 
sellers last week, and their activity in this 
direction brought about buying by their fol- 
lowers among the room traders. The 
“Washington news” yesterday was made 
up of unconfirmed rumors and of quarrels 
among the press correspondents over the 
truth of the report of the purchase of the 
Chilean warship O’Higgins by the Spanish 
Government. It is to be remarked, however, 
that several of the larger Washington 
houses were heavy sellers on the advance 
in the afternoon. 


SOUTHERN PROGRESS, 


Increased foreign trade, steady home 
business, and eight less failures than for 
the same week last year show to The 
Chattanooga Tradesman how little the 
country fears any sort of foreign complica- 
tion. 

The slight decline in cotton is probably 
due to the expectation of another large crop. 
Southern mills are putting some profits into 
new spindles and looms, while the North- 
eastern factories advocate curtailment of 
production, 

The recent action of the Ohio furnace 
men, if independent of their Southern com- 
petitors, gives Southern iron an entering 
wedge for new Northern trade. For Ohio 
to regulate its output and maintain prices 
means a better margin for Birmingham, 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company’s annual meeting discloses ex- 
ports of Birmingham pig iron averaging 16,- 
333 tons per month for the past year and a 
half, and makes that place the third* pig 
iron export point in the world. Alabama 
coal mines are working at the limit, and 
coke export to Mexico is developing. 

Lumber conditions continue good, and 
some Gulf ports show surprising returns.

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THE BOARD OF OF CUSTOMS. 


Shoe and Corset Laces Not Wearing 
Apparel—Customs Officers 
Overruled. 


The Board of Classification of the Gen- 
‘eral Appraisers yesterday sustained the 
protest of Paul Coste of New York in the 
‘matter of an importation of silk braid 
known as “shoe laces” and “corset 
laces.” These goods were assessed for duty 
at 60 per cent. ad valorem, and were 
claimed to be dutiable at 50 per cent. The 
local Appraiser submitted a special report, 
in which he said that in his opinion the 
goods having been enhanced in value from 
that of braid to a finished article, were in 
fact wearing apparel, and should have been 
returned for duty as such. In an opinion 
written by Col. Tichenor the board said: 

“These goods, although composed in chief 
value of silk braid, have been changed from 
the condition of ‘ braids’ by the addition of 


metal tags to other articles bearing differ- 
ent trade and popular names, and designed 
for ather and specific uses. Like shoe or 
glove buttons or lacets, these shoe and 
corset laces are necessary parts or adjuncts 
of shoes and corsets, but are not in them- 
selves pe independently articles of wearing 
appare 

he protest of Veil Brothers of New York 
against the customs officers’ classification 
of an importation of japanned leather was 
overruled by the Board of Classification 
yesterday. These goods weighed from ten 
to twenty pounds per skin or hide, and they 
were assessed for duty at 20 cents a pound 
and 10 per cent, ad valorem under Para- 
graph , act of July, 1897. The importers 
Claimed that they were dutiable at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem only, alleging that these 
particular skins, which weigh from 120 to 
240 pounds per dozen, are not of the char- 
acter of the skins described in the para- 
graph. The board decided that the phrase- 
ology of the paregrern did not limit the 
weight, and that the merchandise was in 
fact known commercially as patent or ja- 
panned leather, 

Three’ of the oil paintings by Giovanni 
Boldini which were held for undervalua- 
tion by the customs authorities at this port 
some days ago were taken te. the office of 
the United States General Appraisers in 
Bleecker Street yesterday. The Secretary 
of the Treasury has ordered a reappraise- 
ment, and it was to have been conducted 
by General Appraiser James A. Jewell yes- 
terday. In consequence of the illness of 
Mr. Jewell, the matter was transferred to 
General Appraiser Lunt, and the reappraise- 
ment was postponed until to-day. Art ex- 
perts employed by the law division of the 
Custom House reported that these three 
pictures were considerably undervalued. 
They are portraits of Verdi, the composer; 
Mrs. Adolph Ladenburg, and Mile. Concha, 
a Spanish beauty. ese three painti 
were invoiced at from 1,000f. to 2,500f. cin 
Should a reappraisement show an increased 
value of 50 per cent. the pictures will be 
forfeited to the Government under the law, 


Appraiser Wakeman Sustained. 


Under previous tariff acts aqueous extract 
of nutgall has been classified for duty at 
this port as extract of dyewood. Appraiser 
Wakeman reported some time ago that, in 
his opinion, the merchandise imported by 
that name was a non-enumerated manu- 


factured article, and should be dutiable at 
the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem; fur- 
thermore, that it does not assimilate to dye- 
wood extracts. Collector Bidwell, upon 
whom devolves the duty of making the im- 
portation classifications at this port, ap- 
plied to the Treasury Department for in- 
structions with regard to aqueous extract 
of nutgall, and he has just received an or- 
der from Assistant Secretary Howell sus- 
taining Appraiser Wakeman’s opinion.

LINCOLN FIRE EXAMINATION. 


State Insurance Department Begins 
an Investigation of the Com. 
pany at Its Request. 


Chief Examiner Isaac Vanderpoel began 
yesterday an examination of the affairs and 
condition of the Lincoln Fire Insurance 
Company of New York, as the result of a 
personal request for such an investigation, 
which was presented by General Manager 
E. E. Carley of the company to Insurance 
Superintendent Louis F. Payn on Saturday 
of last week. The demand was made in or- 
der to render futile further attacks upon 
the reputation of the company by persons 
who have hoped in ‘this way to obtain its 
stock at a low figure. 

The company was organized in October, 
1897, with $200,000 capital, $30,000 surplus, 
and J. C. Hatié General Manager. The com- 


pany has peen doing a strong business in 
premiums, but owing to a certain internal 
difficulty a change of management was ef- 
fected in January. E. E. Carley, who was 
largely instrumental in the organization of 
the company, at that time succeeded J. C. 
Hatié as General Manager. Since the change 
there has been ample evidence of a desire 
on the part of outside persons to hamper 
the new management by attacks upon the 
integrity of the company. To defeat these 
rumors Manager Carley thas requested the 
present official examination.

Both Logan and Benedict claim that the 
purchase of the controlling interest in the 
Williamsburg Gas Company was brought 
about by them, and that the syndicate 
which was formed to acquire possession of 
the gas companies then operating in Brook- 
lyn did not treat them fairly. Logan 
claims that, instead of making a profit, he 
actually suffered a loss of over $867,000, the 
defendants, he believes, making large prof- 
its at his expense. 

The defendants, in their demurrer, set up 
that a sufficient cause of action is not dis- 
closed in the complaint, and that it should 
be dismissed because it involves several] 
causes.

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BARTER DAY CELEBRATION 


ic Hearing on the Council 
Resolution that the City Ap- 
propriate $50,000. 


‘FEW VOICES AGAINST IT 


/ ‘Members of the Celebration Committee 
Express Their Views—Ex-Mayor 
Whitney in Opposition—Ed- 
ward Lauterbach Appeals 
to Republicans. 


The Finance Committee of the City Coun- 
e@il gave a public hearing m the Council 
Chamber yesterday on the resolution offered 
three weeks ago that the city appropriate 
$50,000 toward the expenses of the pro- 
posed Charter Day celebration. When first 
offered in both houses of the Municipal 
Assembly the resolution’ was referred to 
the Finance Committee of each house. Un- 
expected opposition developed among the 
(Aldermen and Councilmen of Brooklyn and 
Queens, who declared the budgets of their 
boroughs had been unduly shaved, and if 
there was any public money to spare it 
should be expended in public improvements. 
AS a consequence of the opposition, the 
committee decided to hold public hearings 
before reporting on the resolution. 

Councilman Allen called the meeting to 
order yesterday, and asked those in opposi- 
ition to speak first. There was a large at- 
tendance, composed almost exclusively of 
members of the Committee of Citizens on 
Charter Day Celebration, 

Ex-Mayor Whitney of Brooklyn declared 
himself against the appropriation. He said 
that when he was appointed a member of 
the Citizens’ Committee he did not know 
the city would be called upon for an appro- 
priation. If he had known it he would not 
have accepted the appointment. ‘I favor 
e@ celebration,” he said, “‘ and believe it will 
ibe a good thing for the city, but I do not 
think the city should be called upon to pay 
for it. It should be paid for by public 
subscription, and I am ready to contribute 
my share.”’ 

A letter in the same spirit as Mr. Whit- 
mey’s remarks was read from the Brooklyn 
Qheague, and in the discussion which fol- 
lowed the assertion of a man who declined 


to give his name that the league had not: 


authorized the Councilman Leich 


said: 

“When this celebration was first pro- 
posed it was understood that the city 
should contribute nothing. The Mayor de- 
eclared that he would have nothing to do 
with it if an appropriation was asked from 
the city. If the Mayor and the committee 
have changed their minds since then, they 
were at liberty to do so, but the sentiment 
of the people is against an appropriation for 
a celebration of this kind, and I shall op- 
pose it.” 

There were several other Brooklyn Coun- 
cilmen and Aldermen present, but they de- 
clined to express their views. When asked 
#f they had anything to say they said they 
had and would say it when the resolution 
Was presented for final action. 

Ex-Mayor Boody of Brooklyn led thespeak- 
ers in favor of the resolution, after Presi- 
dent Grout of that borough pointed out 
that the charter especially provided for 
civic celebrations by giving the Municipal 
Assembly authority to appropriate neces- 
gary funds. Mr. Boody said he had believed 
in consolidation before it was effected, and 
believed in it more since. He favored the 
-municipal appropriation, because he _ be- 
lieved the people wanted the celebration, 
and the humblest citizen had a right to 
fee] that he was contributing his quota to 
its cost.. He declared the present was no 
time to air grievances on local matters, and 
the Brooklyn representatives would have 
more chance of liberal treatment in the 
future if they cemented the different bor- 
oughs closely together by liberal behavior 
now. 

Alexander Caldwell said it was as proper 
to appropriate money for Charter Day as 
it was to appropriate it for Grant Day. 
Gen. Horatio C. King declared that there 
are more than a million persofis in Brooklyn 
who are not office holders or office seekers, 
and that all of them were in favor of the 
celebration and of the city bearing some of 
the cost. The opposition, he said, arose 
from the discontent of a few who were dis- 
appointed at the actions of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

Edward, Lauterbach also spoke in favor 
of the appropriation, and called on all the 
Republicans in the Municipal Assembly to 
support the resolution. He made a long 
address, and in closing declared the appro- 

riation asked was too small, and said that 

f he had his way the city would bear the 
whole expense of the celebration, dollar for 
dollar. 

Cc. C. Shayne said he was personally in 
favor of the appropriation, and believed it 
should be made, but if it could be proved 
that three-fourths of the voters were op- 

osed to it he was ready to be one of five 

undred to contribute $100 toward $50,000 
to be given in the name of the city. 

W. R. Spooner said that if a minority of 
the Municipal Council blocked the resolution 
there would be no difficulty in obtaining re- 
lief by an application to the State Legis- 
lature. 

Assemblyman George W. Wilson of Kings 
also spoke for the resolution, and Edward 
F. Linton said the opposition came from 
that small body of Brooklynites who op- 
posed consolidation, 

President W. D’H. Washington of the 
Citizens’ Committee and ex-Judge Putman 
also spoke. 

The Finance Committee will meet again 
Friday, and on Tuesday of next week will 
report its decision on the resolution to 
the City Council. 


MR. SCANNELL TO FIREMEN. 


He Warns Them Against the Benevo- 
lent Association, and Says He 
Will Break It Up. 


Fire Commissioner Scannell swore in ten 
men as firemen in his office yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and afterward made a significant 
speech to the men. 

“T have a few words to say to you, boys, 
before you go,” said the Commissioner, 
“and it would be well for you to remember 
them. First, I want to impress upon you 
the fact that there is but one way to rise 
in this department as long as I am here, 
and that is through merit. Don’t listen to 
any person who comes to you with a re- 
quest for money to get you advanced or 
favored, no matter what he tells you the 
money is for or where it is to go. If I find 
out that any man in the department pays 
money for such preferment I will have 
charges preferred against him and will have 


indicted, if possible, the person who re- 
ceives any consideration of this kind. 

“ Pulls will not go, no matter where they 
come from or how they are worked. Merit 
is the only thing you can count on. If any 
of you ever have an opportunity to act as 
bravely as did those men at the Bowery 
lodging house fire on Sunday morning you 
can count on being given the preference in 
any advancement, so that such selection 
rests with yourselves. 

“J want to advise you also, and strongly, 
mot to join any political organization or se- 
cret society, except such as is connected 
with the department. That will see that 
your wife or children are provided for 
should you meet with any mishap, and I 
will go to the limit of the law to see that 
the widow and orphan is looked after. So 
you can go to your duty without fear as to 
th 2-E~y of your family. 

“T do not want you to pay any assess- 
ment to any organization, no matter what 
its purpose. One has already caused trouble 
in the department, and its only object is to 
try to buy and influence legislation, to do 
which it pays a counsel a large yearly fee. 
I intend to break this up and nullify its in- 
fluence in the department, if it has any, so 
I warn you to keep clear of it. That is all.” 

-Commissioner Scannell said later that he 
referred to the Firemen’s Benevolent Asso- 
ciation in the last part of his address to 
the men. He said that its existence was 
prejudicial to discipline, as it consisted of 
eriveiee only, officers not being eligible. In

A Bill for the Appointment of a Com- 
mission to Build It. 


BEx-Assemblymen H. Stewart McKnight 
and Frederick Storm, Police Commissioner 
Thomas L. Hamilton, Dr. Charles B. Atory, 
William M. Thomas, and James W. Cain 
have been appointed a committee of the 
East End Taxpayers’ Association of Bay- 


side, Borough of Queens, to prepare a bill 
to be presented to the Legislature for the 
building of the Blackwell’s Island bridge. 

Chairman McKnight has made a draft of 
the bill, which provides for a commission of 
five—three to be named by the Governor and 
two by the Mayor. They are to receive a 
salary of $3,000 each. The commission is to 
be known as the Blackwell’s Island Free 
Bridge Commission. It is to have power to 
hire employes and to purchase the charter 
of the New York and Long Island Bridge 
Company, may secure its own police force, 
have the right to grant franchises for rail- 
roads and trolleys to cross the bridge, and 
fix a.rate for passengers and wagons. The 
city at large will bear the expense. 


To Pay Richmond Teachers. 


There was rejoicing among the 156 teach- 
ers in the Borough of Richmond yesterday 
when they were informed by Clerk Franklin 


C. Vitt of the School Board:that the Con- 
troller had sent a message that the teach- 
ers were to be paid their salaries for Feb- 
ruary to-day. The teachers, with the excep- 
tion of a few, have received no money since 
November, and last week held a meeting 
and employed counsel to institute a suit 
against the city for the money due them. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


UNFAITHFUL ATTORNEYS TO BE PROSE- 
CUTED.—Henry Coburee having secured a 
judgment for nearly $400 against John CS. 
Pierson, an execution was issued, and real 
estate in this city belonging to Pierson, 
worth $38,000, was advertised to be sold. 
Pierson, after the recovery of the judg- 
ment, but before the sale, gave an attorney 
who represented him $400 for the purpose 
of having the judgment satisfied, and paid 
another attorney a like sum for the same 
purpose. These attorneys did not use the 
money given them as directed, and the 
property was sold, with no one present to 
protect Mr. Pierson’s interest. William P. 
Rooney, who was the purchaser, for $540, 
sold the property to Matthew Smith, for 
$2,850. Smith. to make the purchase, bor- 
rowed $2,500 from the Franklin Society for 
Home Building and Savings, for which he 
gave a mortgage on this real estate. Pier- 
son, after nearly a year had elapsed, moved 
for a resale of the property. Both Rooney 
and Smith acted in good faith in the mat- 
ter. The First Appellate Division, Justice 
McLaughlin giving the opinion, has affirmed 
an order denying Pierson’s aoe for 
a resale, on the ground of 1 , and be- 
cause the mortgagee had not been made a 
party to the proceedings. “ As to the facts 
with regard to the conduct of the attor- 
neys,” Justice McLaughlin said, ‘‘we have 
not heard their explanation, if any. If 
these facts should not be explained, they 
would call upon the court to take such ac- 
tion as the law provides with regard to the 
disciplining of such officers, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney is required to make an in- 
vestigation and bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the court.”

THe ConTrRactT Was Not FINALLY 
AWARDED.—Joseph L. St. John, who in 
April, 1895, was engaged in securing con- 
tracts between paper manufacturers and the 
Treasury Department of the United States 
Government, for furnishing to that depart- 
ment paper to be used in the various bu- 
reaus, procured an agreement from the Ti- 
conderoga Pulp and Paper Company, that 


they would pay him 2% per cent. on all 
Government orders upon which he got them 
to bid, and which were awarded to and 


filled by them. A bid of the company to 
furnish paper for internal revenue stamps, 
at $3.75 per 100 pounds, was subsequently 
accepted, ‘‘subject to all contingencies 
which accompany such proposals.’’ It ap- 
peared, however, that the bid had been ac- 
cepted by the department upon a mistake 
of fact in reference to the quality of the 
paper, and the acceptance was withdrawn. 
A judgment secured by St. John in his suit 
against the company for the commissions 
upon the amount of the bid, has been re- 
versed by the First Appellate Division. The 
Court holds, by Justice Rumsey, that a fair 
construction of the contract between the 
plaintiff and defendant was that his right 
to commissions accrued not when the bid 
was accepted, but when the contract pro- 
posed by the bid was finally awarded to 
the defendant; and then his right to com- 
missions was to be measured by the orders 
which the defendant filled. Until that 
time there were no relations between the 
department and the defendant, and no 
right to fill any orders, and consequently 
no duty on the part of the defendant to 
pay to the plaintiff any commissions be- 
cause it could receive no orders to fill. The 
commissions were not to be paid on all 
bids accepted, but upon all bids awarded, 
and the bid was not awarded until the con- 
tract under it was finally made.

INSPECTION OF BOOKS OF CORPORATIONS.— 
Augustus Clason, a stockholder of the Nas- 
sau Ferry Company, having been refused 
by Jarvis C. Howard, the Treasurer, an op- 
portunity to inspect its books and make ex- 
tracts therefrom, instituted mandamus pro- 
ceedings by which he compelled the cor- 
poration and its officers to allow such in- 
spection. Then he brought suit in the City 
Court against the company and its Treas- 
urer to recover a penalty of $50, under the 
Stock Corporation act of 1892, for such re- 


fusal, together with the amount of expenses 
to which he had been put in prosecuting the 
mandamus proceedings. He recovered judg- 
ment for $563. On appeal to the Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court from affirmance 
of this judgment by the General Term of 
the City Court, the judgment was modified 
by reducing the recovery ‘to $50, the amount 
of the penaltv. The Appellate Term held 
that a stockholder suing for damages under 
this statute could not recover costs and 
counsel fees in mandamus proceedings. The 
Appellate Term’s decision has now been 
affirmed by the Appellate Division, in an 
opinion by Presiding Judge Van Brunt, who 
said: ‘‘ We might rest our decision of this 
case upon the opinion of the court below, 
but we think there is another ground upon 
which its judgment may be sustained. It 
appears that plaintiff in his demand upon 
the corporation to see the corporation books 
made the same in such broad terms that 
the corporation was justified in refusing it. 
The proceedings were instituted for the en- 
forcement of this demand. The Special Term 
held the plaintiff was entitled to the relief, 
but the General Term decided hewas ntitled 
only to a portion.

THE CITY WORKS SCANDAL 


Among Those Before the Kings 
County Grand Jury Yesterday 
Were the Two Doodys. 


RUMORS ABOUT MR. WILLIS 


His Deputy, Fielding, Can’t Be Found 
by the District Attorney—Knapp, 
His Water Purveyor, Trans- 
fers Property. 


Daniel Doody, Daniel F. Doody, and 
Michael J. Dady were among the witnesses 
examined yesterday afternoon by the Kings 
County Grand Jury in its investigation into 
the City Works Department scandal. Other 
witnesses were ex-City Auditor John R. Sut- 
ton and N. P. Lewis, formerly Chief Engi- 
neer of the City Works Department. The 
Doodys, however, were the star witnesses, 
and on the statement which they made on 
Saturday to Assistant District Attorney 
Clarke, Deputy Corporation Counsel Almet 
F. Jenks, and Jere A. Wernberg will proba- 
bly hang in large measure the indictments 
which will be found. 

All the persons concerned in the confer- 
ence decline absolutely to give any intima- 
tion of what was involved in the statement, 
but politicians are freely alleging that the 
testimony given was of such a nature as to 
astound Mr. Clarke, and that ex-Commis- 
sioner Willis’s name was prominently men- 
tioned in Doody’s information.

Oscar Knapp was Water Purveyor under 
Commissioner Willis, and his signature ap- 
pears on the vouchers of Daniel Doody and 


others. Katharina Knapp is his wife. This 
transfer is taken to indicate that Mr. Knapp 
expects to be sued by the city for the mon- 
ey which was improperly paid out on vouch- 
ers the correctness of which he certified. 

Robert W. Fielding, Commissioner Willis’s 
deputy, who until Doody’s statement was 
the man most prominently implicated In the 
scandal, cannot be found. He thas been 
missing for more than a week. His coun- 
sel, Charles J. Patterson, positively declares 
that Fielding .is still in Brooklyn and does 
not intend to go away, but the detectives 
attached to the District Attorney’s office 
have been looking for Fielding and have not 
been able to find him. Assistant District At- 
torney Clarke, in spite of his reluctance to 
talk about any phase of the case, admitted 
yesterday that he did not know where 
Fielding was: 

It is now rumored that the Doody case 
was not the only one in which the City 
Works Department illegally aided contract- 
ors, but that there was a regular system of 
giving out contracts for mutual benefit. The 
calling of Dady and others not concerned in 
Doody’s case gives color to this report. 
Nothing definite can be known on this point, 
however, until the particulars of Doody’s 
statement are made public. Miss Ruth How- 
ell, the stenographer who is taking the tes- 
timony given to the Grand Jury, was pres- 
ent at the conference in Mr. Wernberg’s 
office, and took down the statements of 
Doody and his son. She has not yet tran- 
scribed the notes. One copy of the state- 
ment will be handed over to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, who will begin a civil suit to 
recover the city’s money. 

Mr. Clarke believed until Friday that 
Commissioner Willis was personally inno- 
cent and was the victim of his subordinates. 
It was, in fact, the general opinion that 
Mr. Willis had trusted everything to his as- 
sistants. He did not spend much time in 
his office, and did spend a good deal of time 
in politics, and it was the general opinion 
that his subordinates had taken advantage 
of his absence to put through these deals 
while he was out making political combina- 
tions with Lieut. Gov. Woodruff and Mi- 
chael J. Dady to wipe out Jacob Worth. Mr. 
Willis’s friends still make this contention, 
but a considerable change in public opinion 
is noticeable in Brooklyn, and the rumors 
concerning the matters mentioned in 
Doody’s statement are becoming more and 
more pronounced every hour. 


TRIAL OF EX-CORONER COOMBS. 


Many Witnesses Tell of Fraudulent 
Inquests. 


Ex-Coroner Coombs’s trial was continued 
yesterday in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn. 
The testimony was as monotonous as ever, 
but consisted in the rapid piling up of evi- 
dence showing the fraudulent nature of an 
immense number of inquests. District At- 
torney Marean proved by witness after wit- 
ness that nearly all the names of jurors on 
the papers under examination were signed 
by two or three men. Witness after witness 
testified that the alleged jurymen did not 
live at the addresses given, and that in- 
quests were never held in the cases for 
which fees were charged. 

Mrs. Catharine Gregg of 51 Garnet Street 
gave evidence which showed that the per- 
sons engaged in holding bogus inquests even 
went so far as to hold them on imaginary 

rsons. The Coroners charged the county 

8.50 for an inquest alleged to have been 
held on a child named Laura Bryan, who 
died in July ast at 51 Garnet Street. Mrs. 
Gregg testified that no child of that name 
died in the house. 


“ DUTCH PETE” GOES FREE. 


Evidence Against Him Falls Through, 
but a Formal Trial Is Held. 


The trial of Peter Gerstel, alias ‘‘ Dutch 
Pete,” for murder in the first degree, took 
place yesterday before Judge Aspinall, in 
the Kings County Court, and was one of the 
shortest on record. He was acquitted in 
less than an hour after his arraignment. 
Gerstel was charged with having been con- 
cerned in the murder of George Stelz, the 
old bell ringer, in the vestibule of the 
Church of the Most Holy Trinity, Brook- 
lyn, on Aug. 29, 1897. 

Assistant District Attorney Clarke de- 
clared that he had no hope of securing a 
conviction, but desired to present what evi- 
dence he had, not wishing to dismiss so im- 
portant a case without a court proceeding. 
“I believe,” he said, “‘ that under the cir- 
cumstances the other side will not object to 
taking twelve men as they come.”’ 

A jury was secured at once. Dr. J.. F. 
Valentine of 64 Montrose Avenue testified 
that death was from asphyxiation. Frank 
Hampf and Frank Gabel, on whose iden- 
tification the first indictment was found, 
testified that they could not identify Ger- 
stel. a Aspinall then directed the 
jury to find a verdict of not ilty, which' 


was done. Judge Aspinall en said to 
Gerstel: 


“There is no doubt in my mind, that you 
are a confirmed criminal, but there is no 
evidence that you committed this crime. 
My advice to you is to get out of Brooklyn 
for if you are ever convicted before me o: 
a crime I will show you no mercy.” 


Policeman McAuliffe’s Escapade. 


Policeman Jeremiah J. McAuliffe, who as- 
saulted seven persons in the Tenderloin yes- 
terday morning, was arraigned in Jefferson 
Market Court yesterday afternoon and held 
in $300 bail on each of the seven , 
All the witnesses and victims of McAuliffe 
were in .

THE CASE OF DR. CLEAVELAND. 


His Counsel Indignant Because He 
Was Not Called in His Own De- 
fense Before the Grand Jury. 


The case of Dr. Trumbull W. Cleaveland, 
the physician who was arrested last Satur- 
day on a charge of manslaughter for caus- 
ing the death of the infant daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. James L. Carhart, was presented 
to the Grand Jury yesterday. The witnesses 
before the Grand Jury were Mrs. Carhart, 
the mother of the dead child; Prof. Charles 
EB, Pellew, who is a lecturer on toxicology 
at Columbia University, and a Dr. Fox. 

Dr. Cleaveland was not before the Grand 
Jury yesterday, and when this first became 
known to his counsel, George Gordon Battle, 


the latter sent a note to the foreman of 
the jury, requesting that the accused phy- 
siclan be heard in his own defense. The 
Grand Ju adjourned the case until to- 
morrow, when Dr. Cleaveland will have a 
hearing. 

Mr. Battle was indignant when he learned 
that his client was not called before the 
Grand Jury. The lawyer said it was an 
outrage that the Grand Jury should under- 
take to find an indictment for such a crime 
against a physician of good reputation, who 
had had a good standing in the community 
for years, without calling the accused man 
in his own defense, especially when the 
Police Magistrate before whom the case had 
been brought had set to-morrow for Dr. 
Cleaveland to give his side of the matter. 
“If Dr. Cleaveland had waived examina- 
tion,”’ said Mr, Battle, ‘‘it would be differ- 
ent.” 

Assistant District Attorney Townsend has 
charge of the case for the people.

NEW YORK PRESBYTERY MEETS. 


The Session to Pave More Authority 
in Church Affairs. 


The New York Presbytery, at a largely 
attended meeting yesterday afternoon, acted 
upon two overtures from the General As- 
sembly, answering one affirmatively and 
the other negatively. 

The one approved proposes that the Ses- 
sion shall exercise exclusive authority over 
the worship of the congregation; shall de- 
termine the time and place of preaching and 
of all other religious service, and shall have 
exclusive authority in the matter of the use 
of church buildings. The overture which 


the Presbytery did not approve is to the 
effect that temporal management ought to 
be committed to the Deacons, or to them 
in conjunction with the Session, and that 
whenever by the law of the State the tem- 
poral affairs of the. church are committed 
to Trustees such Trustees ought to be 
chosen from communicant members of the 
church. 

The Rev. Dr. A. P. Atterbury, Chairman 
of the committee which has been investigat- 
ing the trouble in the Seventh Presbyterian 
Church, presented a unanimous report sus- 
taining the pastor, the Rev. John T. Wilds. 
Thomas Black, Elder, Trustee, and janitor, 
who has been at variance with Mr. Wilds, 
and has been under suspension, was rein- 
stated. 

The pastoral relations between the Rev. 
Dr. Charles L. Thompson and the Madison 
Avenue Church were formally dissolved by 
the Presbytery at the request of Dr. Thomp- 


son, 

A call to the Rev. Milton S. Littlefield by 
the First Union Church, Lexington Avenue 
and Eighty-sixth Street, was presented and 
accepted. 

The Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton signified his 
acceptance of the call tendered to him by 
the New York Church, Seventh Avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-eighth Street, 


Wanted Police and Militia. 


Twelve men struck yesterday in the coal 
yard of Rothschild & Son, at the foot of 
East Seventy-fourth Street, on account of 
reduction in wages. A few non-union men 
were taken in their places, but the strikers 


threatened to assault them, and an appeal 
for protection was made to the Hast Sixty- 
seventh Street Police Station. Two men 
were sent, and later a third policeman fol- 
lowed on a call for additional help. About 
noon Mr. Rothschild asked for more pro- 
tection, and two more policemen went to 
the yard, but they did not find anything to 
do. Mr. Rothschild, however, was not sat- 
isfied, and said that if more men were not 
sent he would ask the Governor to send the 
militia to his coal yard, as he feared the 
strikers might kill his son at night. The

THE MISSION HOUSE FIRE 


Commissioner Scannell Says the 
Laws for Fire Protection 
Are Inadequate. 


CHANGES MAY BE SUGGESTED 


Richard Croker’s Nephew Made Act- 
ing Deputy Chief for Bravery at 
the Fire—Firemen Mentioned 
for the Roll of Honor. 


The fire in the lodging house at 105 Bow- 
ery, occupied by the Bowery Mission and 
Young Men’s Home, in which eleven men 
lost their lives on Sunday morning, is likely 
to bring about a change in the building and 
fire laws governing lodging houses of this 
class, While it is generally acknowledged 
that the law was complied with in this in- 
Stance and that the lodging house was one 
of the best of its kind, the catastrophe, it 
is said, has shown that the laws upon the 
statute books are entirely inadequate, and 
that a repetition of this horror might be 
looked for in nearly every instance where 
fire broke out in one of these places. 

The lodging houses hold licenses from the 
Board of Health, and Inspector Dillingham 
said yesterday that they are looked over 
at least once a week. Section 26 of the 
Sanitary Code, which governs these places, 
provides for the amount of space between 
beds and in passageways, and says that 400 
cubic yards of air space shall be provided 
and allowed for each bed or lodger. While 
the Bowery Mission’s place conformed to 
these regulations, there are others provided 
for in the Greater New York charter which 
were not complied with. Section 762 pro- 
vides that there shall be such communicat- 
ing alarms of fire, accident, or danger to 
the Police and Fire Departments as the Fire 
Commissioner or the Police Board may 
direct, and that there shall be provided fire 
hose and other ae for extinguishing 
fires, as the Fire Commissioner may direct. 
It also provides that every room shall con- 
tain a diagram showing the location of the 
exits and fire escapes, and these things were 
not provided. 

Chief Bonner said that the wooden walls 
and ceilings, coated with inflammable paint 
and varnish, burned like tinder, and this 
fact, combined with the open Stairways, ac- 
counted for the flerceness of the fire. 

- It is my opinion that in buildings of this 
kind,” said ief Bonner, ‘‘ the law should 
require closed fire-proof stairways and fire- 
proof partitions. There should also be a 
metal covering on the ceilings and walls. 
The fact that hundreds of these lodging 
houses have sprung up, especially along the 
Bowery, since the passage of the act relat- 
ing to them, calls for special considerations 
and rules.”’ 

Commissioner Scannell said his inspection 
showed him that the law as it stood had 
been regarded, and that the place was as 
safe as possible under the circumstances. 

“If such a thing happens in a place that 
is the best of its kind,” said Mr. Scannell, 
‘what can we expect if fire starts in one of 
the worst of these lodging houses? The law 
should be changed to provide for these 
emergencies.’’ 

As a result of their bravery at the fire, 
Battalion Chief Edward F. Croker was yes- 
terday made Acting Deputy Chief by Com- 
missioner Scannell, and the names of Fire- 
men Andrew B. Sweet and Joseph Quinn 
were placed on the roll of honor. Mr. Scan- 
nell said that, had it been in his wer, he 
would have at once advanced Croker to be 
a full Deputy Chief and made the firemen 
Lieutenants. The civil service regulations, 
however, stood in the way. 

Battalion Chief Croker is a nephew of 
Richard Croker. He was appointed a fire- 
man on June 22, 1884. He will have charge 
of the Third Division in place of Deputy 
Chief Reilly, who is absent on leave.

PUSHING THE ARSON CASES. 


Grauer Supposed to Have Given In- 
formation to the Authorities, 


Louis Grauer, who was arrested a week 
ago yesterday on an old indictment for ar- 
son in the first degree, was taken from the 
Tombs to the District Attorney’s office yes- 
terday. He was closeted for over two hours 


with Assistant District Attorney Grady, 
who has charge of the arson cases in the 
office. It was supposed that he gave Mr. 
Grady valuable information which will aid 
in the prosecution of other alleged fire- 
bugs, who the District Attorney expects will 
soon be arrested. 

It is claimed that Grauer was an active 
member of the gang of firebugs which was 
broken up a few years ago by the sending 
of several of its members to prison. Grau- 
er’s father, Max, is in Sing Sing Prison 
serving a term of thirty-six years for the 
same crime with which his son is now 
charged. 


Hudson County Grand Jury Rumors. 


It was reported in Jersey City yesterday 
that the Grand Jury at its meeting last 
Friday’ resolved upon the indictment of the 
County Board of Freeholders. The Grand 
Jury recently submitted a presentment to 


Justice Lippincott, in which the Freeholders 
were charged with making expenditures in 
excess of their appropriations. The Free- 
holders have laughed at threats of indict- 
ment. They say that nothing dishonest has 
been done, and that the excess of expendi- 
tures is in consequence of unpaid claims 
dumped upon them by the preceding boards. 
They affirm that Foreman Allan lL. McDer- 
mott of the Grand Jury is getting back at 
some of his political enemies.

DEATH CLAIMED OLD SCHULTZ. 


Through Wind and Weather the But- 
ton Peddler Starved Silently Wait-~- 
ing for Customers on Park Row. 


The old German peddler who has for fif- 
teen years stood at the curb on Park Row 
near the syndicate building offering to the 
public a scanty stock of patent self-fasten- 
ing buttons has dropped out and gone to 
Potter’s Field by way of the Blackwell’s 
Island Charity Hospital. Since his death 
it is known that for weeks he was patiently 
and silently starving before the eyes of tens 
of thousands of people who swept by him 
every day. 

He had become a landmark on the row— 
almost as familiar as the Post Office Build- 
ing. He had established a kind of ownership 
of the two feet of ground he occupied, and 


no other peddler thought of intruding upon 
it. In all kinds of weather and every work- 
ing day of the year he was there, waiting 
for customers. His sales were pitifully 
scanty—often not more than 20 or 30 cents 
a day—but he appeared every morning hop- 
ing for better luck, and remained until the 
people who work by day had gone home 
and the night life of the Row had begun. 
He made no complaints and never begged. 
He told a candy peddler who stood near him 
and always shared his pot of coffee with 
him that he was once a prosperous barber 
in San Francisco and had been cheated by 
men he trusted and reduced to poverty. 
His only food was stale bread, and some- 
times he lacked even that. He lived in a 
room in the Bowery near Canal Street, in 
which ere was no heat. He had consump- 
tion and rheumatism, was half starved, and 
was always drenched with rain in bad 
weather and chilled when it was cold. He 
could not afford to take shelter, he said, 
for he might miss somebody who would buy 
his buttcns. 

Rain or shine, year in and year out, he 
stood at his place, trying with pathetic hope 
and eagerness to catch the eyes of the hur- 
rying thousands who passed him, waiting 
for the few pennies he needed to keep 
breath in his body, to come to him with the 
daily incoming and outgoing of the great 
human tide sweeping by. He retired from 
business at last, when nature was exhausted 
and could endure no more. He was sent 
to the hospital six weeks ago and died a 
week later, uncomplaining, silent, and hope- 
ful to the last. Somebody who missed him 
inquired of the fruit peddler yesterday 
ae the old man was, and learned the 
acts,

Roundsman Campbell ordered them to dis- 
perse, but they refused, and Campbell ar- 
rested the first man he could catch, Clito 
Reimondi, of 203 Grand Street, and marched 
him off to the Centre Street Police Court, 
where Magistrate Cornell fined him $5, as 
he was found to be a leader of the strikers. 
Clito did not have the money and was 
locked up. 


Wrecked Seamen Brought Here. 


The Ward Line steamer Saratoga, which 
arrived yesterday from south side Cuban 
ports via Nassau, brought Chief Officer 
Richards and seven seamen belonging to the 
schooner Mary Jenness of Bangor, Me., 
which was wrecked on the Jardine Banks 
Feb. 25.

Capt. Clay remained at 
Cienfuegos to attend to the owner’s inter- 
ests. The Mary Jenness was built at Bath, 
Me., in 1875 and registered 442 tons.
